At  2  o'clock  the  Are  had  complete  hold 
of  the  entire  top  three  floors  and  was 
eating  Its  way  downwards  Into  the 
lower  floors,  where  the  wholesale  gro- 
cery   stocks   are   carried. 

A.  general  nlarm  brought  out  every 
available  piece  of  Are-fighting  apparatus, 
and  the  attention  of  the  brlgado  was 
also  directed  towards  preventing  * 
spread  of  the  flames  to  adjoining  struc- 
tures. A  report  that  a  number  of  fire- 
men bad  been  swept  from  a  ladder  when 
the  flames  buret  forth  from  the  win- 
down  of  the  fifth  floor  was  In  circu- 
lation.

RELATIONS  STRAINED 


erinan  and  Austrian  Emperors   Bald  to 
Ee  at  Odds  Over  Emigration 
Question 


BERLIN,  Nov.  15. — Reports  are  tn 
circulation  In  well-informed  quarters 
that  personal  relations  between  the 
Kaiser  and  Emperor  Francis  Joseph  of 
Austria  hare  become  strained,  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of  the  Austfb- 
Hungarlan  emigrants  concerned  In  the 
Canadian  Paclflo  disclosures  in  Vienna 
crossed   the   ocean  In   German   steamers. 

The  Austrian  courts  hold  that  tho 
Qerman  authorities  must  have  ejieen 
cognizant  of  the  origin  of  the  vast  oar- 
goes  of  Gallclans  and  Hungarians 
shipped  from  Hamburg  and  Bremen, 
s-n-d  that  It  was  Incumbent  on  Its  loyalty 
In  Berlin  not  to  let  the  Vienna  Govern- 
ment remain  In  lgnoranoe  of  the  methods 
Whereby  the  dual  monarchy  was  being 
sapped  systematically  of  its  military 
life-blood. 

Statements  now  appearing  In  Vienna 
allege  that  among  the  mass  of  Incrim- 
inating oorrespondonoe  confiscated  in 
connection  with  the  disclosures,  muoh 
was  found  that  Implicated  the  German 
lines  and  a  well-known  emigration 
agency   at  Hamburg. 

Inquiries  Instituted  at  Bremen  and 
Hamburg  have  elicited  the  Information 
that  thousands  of  Austro- Hungarian 
emigrants  leave  the  German,  as  woll  as 
the  Belgian  and  Dutch  ports.  The 
steamship  lines  say  they  do  not  con- 
cern themselves  with  the  question 
whether  the  emigrants  Include  deserters 
or  not  That,  thoy  contend,  is  the 
business  of  the  state  authorities.  If 
'>^Hprt»rs  succeed  in  leaving  the 
country,  tht«y  -an  only  do  so  with  the 
aid    of    forgtid    military    papers.

Further  rsasona  for  eooeleratlng  the 
settlement  of  details  concerning  the 
point  at  which  the  bridge  from  tho  city 
proper  is  going  to  penetrate  the  old 
Kongheos  Reserve  are  to  be  fo^Tid  now 
In  the  roadlness  of  tho  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment to  proceed  as  soon  as  possible 
with  the  construction  of  the  new  Mar- 
ine and  Fisheries'  Block,  the  site  for 
which  was  set  aside  by  the  Prov-neUl 
Government  several  months  ago,  Mr. 
B.  H.  Fraser,  assistant  chief  engineer 
for  tho  department,  la  at  present  In  the 
city,  and  his  visit  Is  dlreotly  connected 
with  the  desirability  of  having  things 
advanced  to  a  stage  that  will  enable  tho 
department  to  roaike  headway  In  the  way 
of  having  plans  drawn  up  and  tenders 
for   the  construction   work  invite. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Dominion 
Parliament,  a  large  appropriation  was 
set  aside  for  the  building  of  this  new 
departmental  block,  largely  through  the 
effective  advocacy  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Ban> 
ard,  M.  P.,  and  the  federal  authorities 
are  now  prepared  to  proceed  with  the 
undertaking  but  are  temporarily  held  up 
on  account  of  the  difficulties  that  have 
arisen   In  regard  to   tho  bridge  Question. 

Preliminary   'Work 

There  is  a  suggestion  that  the  depart- 
ment had  already  drawn  plans  for  the 
building,  but  in  view  of  the  new  situa- 
tion rogardlng  the  question  of  locating 
the  bridge  these  have  been  shelved.  The 
site,  which  amounts  to  two  acres,  or 
thereabouts,  has  been  surveyed,  and 
boring  work  has  been  done  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  the  possibilities  of 
wharf  construction. 

It  Is  stated  that  the  a.rrongemont  is 
to  construct  two  storys  and  a  tower. 
This  accommodation,  it  Is  believed,  will 
provide  not  only  for  the  offices  neces- 
sary to  the  carrvlng  on  of  the  clerical 
work  Of  the  department,  but  will  In- 
clude workshops  of  divers  descriptions 
and  uses.  Tho  construction  of  nn  e-.- 
Wharf  la  also  provided  for,  tho 
present  one  being  totally  Inadequate  for 
the  purpose,  It  Is  expectect  that  In 
design  the  buildings  Will  fololw  the 
slyln    of    ChOSe    erected    in    St,    John.

TO  US  OFFICE 


Declares  That  We  Will  Con- 
tinue to  Be  Head  of  Govern- 
ment m  Mexico  and  Try  to 
Pacify  Country, 


■MEXICO  CXTT,  Notr.  15 —  Regardless 
of  rumore,  but  notwithstanding  the  ln- 
•lstenoe  of  far-seeing  friends,  General 
Huerta  appeared  more  determined  to- 
night than  at  any  time  during  the  last 
week  to  retain  the  presidency  and  carry 
out  his  plans,  for  organising  the  substi- 
tute  congress. 

Huerta  reiterated  today  that  he  will 
continue  to  be  the  head  of  the  Mexican 
Government.  The  fact  that  he  took  no 
steps  towards  preventing  the  Inaugura- 
tion of  the  new  congress,  as  demanded 
by  the  United  States,  was  construed  at 
tha  embassy  and  tha  legations  as  indi- 
cative of  what  may  be  expeoted  in  the 
future. 

^Representatives  of  the  majority  of 
the  foreign  Governments  appeared  to 
believe  that  General  Huerta  has 
bro.ight  affairs  to  suoh  a  point  that 
drastic  action   may  be  necessary. 

Will  Hot  Qmt 

"Oh,  no,  1  shall  not  quit,"  General 
Huerta  said  tonight.  "I  shall  continue, 
Just  as  I  have  been  doing,  to  put  forth 
my  best  efforts  to  bring  about  tho 
pacification  of  the  country,  and  thus 
fulfill  the  promise  I  made  on  taking 
office." 

it  was  suggested  to  the  President 
that  conditions  might  become  possible 
that  foreigners,  particularly  Americans, 
would  bo  In  Imminent  danger.  He 
agreed  that  this  might  be  no,  adding! 
"In  that  case,  I  #hall  do  all  I  can  to 
protect  them." 

The  President  thought  a  moment  and 
continued:  "True,  the  rabble  of  tho  city 
might  rise,  but  1  would  not  hesitate  to 
apply  the  severest  methods  In  my 
power  to  restore  order  and  punish  the 
guilty.  At  any  rate,  I  am  resolved  to 
continue  In  the  attempt  to  enrry  out 
my    programme  of   pacification.'' 

Presldotn  Huerta  was  unable  to  bring 
his  new  congress  fully  to  life  today. 
Tin-  Chamber  of  Deputies  effected  t*m- 
poray  organization,  but  the  Senate 
pro\ed  reactionary  and  the  lack  of '  a 
quorum  prevented  organisation.

SALT-WATER  SECTION 
NOW  OPEN  FOR  USE 


The  two  salt-water  sections  of 
the  Panama  Canal  are  now  open 
for  actual  use.  These  two  sec- 
tions of  the  canal  connect  re- 
:-i"-'tlvely  the  Atlantic  and  Pa- 
clflo Oceans.  In  tho  view  on  this 
page  the  spectator  has  his  back 
to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  Is  fac- 
ing tho  Gatun  locks.  The  tug 
shown  in  the  foreground!  has 
come  up  a  wide  channel  between 
low  wooded  hills.  Tho  waterway 
at  this  section  has  the  appear- 
ance of  a  natural  estuary.  It 
ends  at  the  lock  shown  here.  It 
Is  at  this  point  that  the  veSBel 
encounters  the  fresh  water  which 
operates  the  two  sets  of  locks. 
In  order  that  the  Atlantic  and 
Paclflo  locks  may  bo  to  oonstant 
use  an  Immense  supply  of  fresh 
water  will  be  necessary,  as  by  the 
pajsalng  of  every  vessel  millions 
of  gallons  of  water  will  of  neces- 
sity pass  out  of  the  canal.  This 
fresh  water  will  be  replenished 
from  the  huge  reservoir  known 
as  tbe  Gatun  Lake.  Should  this 
reservoir  of  fresh  water  be  in- 
adequate owing  to  failure  of  thy 
rainfall  in  the  J'aclfio  district  the 
whole  scheme  of  the  canal  would 
be  seriously  affected.  As  evi- 
dence that  this  is  not  an  alto- 
gether idle  fear  It  may  be  pointed 
out  that  additional  locks  of  smal- 
ler capacity  have  been  con- 
structed la  order  to  save  the 
amount  of  water  lot  out  when  a 
vessel  leaves  tho  locks.  A  sys- 
tem of  sluices  also  has  been  de- 
vised by  which  water  can  be 
passed  from  one  lock  to  another. 
In  tho  above  view  the  two  halves 
of  the  "sea  gate"  have  been 
opened  and  are  shown  occupying 
the  spaces   under   the   two   arches.

Indian  Financial  Situation  Im- 
proves and  the  Settlement

LONDON,  Nov.  IB. — The  latent  HOWS 
oh  the  financial  situation  In  India  is 
reassuring,  as  Bombay's  critical  nild- 
mo/ith  settlement  has  passed  with  less 
difficulty    than   was   expected. 

Thsre  was  a  very  heavy  turnover  of 
money  at  the  settlement.  Twenty-five 
native  brokers  failed,  but  business  Is 
becoming  more    normal. 

London  bankers  refuse  definitely  to 
express  any  view  at  all  over  the 
trouble,  but  admit  that  leas  anxiety  I* 
warranted  over  the  English-managed 
banks,  as  at  no  time  was  there  any 
difficulty  with  these,  as  proved  by  the 
steadiness  of  the  exchange  nnd*  of  tho 
Anglo-Inil<an  Banking  Company's  shares 
throughout    tho   crisis. 

A  well-known  banker  says  it  would

KL  PASO.  Texas.  Nov.  15. — Executions 
of  Federal  prisoners  captured  by  Gen- 
eral Villa's  rebel  troop's  today  at 
Juarez,  have  begun.  The  orders  for  the 
execution  of  many  of  the  prisoners  hnve 
been  issued  Birectly  by  General  Vhls. 
and  at  different  periods  during  tho  day 
the  firing  Kqun.ls  took  mon  out  and  shot 
them. 

Colonel  Knriqu»  Portiiio,  commander 
of  the  statu  volunteer  troops  In  the 
Juarez  fight,  was  executed  at  noon  to- 
day by  a  firing  sijuad.  Portiiio  wns 
brought  before  viHa  and  sentenced  to 
death,  alter  which  he  was  taken  to  thu 
rear    t,r    the    barracks   and   shot. 

Among  Others  who  were  executed  dur- 
ing the  day  werfi  Enrique  Kiego,  a 
eustbina  officer,  Captain  Dope*,  or  the 
Federal  army,  and  commander  Buone- 
rideg,   of  the   Fiscal  guards.

Invitations  were  received  yesterday 
by  Hon.  \V.  B.  Ross,  Minister  of  Lands, 
for  delegates  to  attend  the  great  Inter- 
national Knglneerlng  Congress  that  will 
assemble  In  San  Francisco  on  September 
20  to  25.  in  connection  with  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition  project. 

In  extending  an  invitation  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  British  Columbia  the  secre- 
tary of  the  exposition  says  that  all 
civilized* countries  in  the  world  will  be 
represented  and  that  the  convention  will 
be  addressed  by  the  most  famous  living 
engineers.  Tho  meeting  will  be.  divided 
Into  eleven  sections,  one  of  which  will 
be  devoted   to  waterways  and   Irrigation. 

In  addition  to  matters  of  current  en- 
gineering problems,  Col.  Goethals,  the 
builder  of  the  Panama  Canal,  has  pro- 
mised to  prepare  a  paper  and  to  use 
his  best  endeavors  to  secure  other 
speakers  on  the  canal,  dealing  with  the 
great  work  from  every  angle.  Every 
detail  of  Its  construction  will  be  fully 
dealt  with  and  a  summary'  will  ho  pre- 
sented of  the  amount  of  material  used, 
and  details  of  the  cost  of  the  work- 

Although  it  is  too  early  to  say  defin- 
itely what  action  tho  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment "will  take  In  the  matter,  there 
Is  every  probability,  say  officials,  that 
this  Province  will  be  well  represented, 
bO-tb  ofnclally  and  by  private  citizens, 
at    the   congress. 


Protestants  In  Spain 

MADRID,  Nov.  15. — A  delegation  of 
Protestants,  headed  by  missionaries,

D.  C,  Nov.  IE.— Con- 
sul Edwards  reported  to  the  State  De- 
partment from  Juarez  today  that  the 
actual  loss  of  life  in  the  taking  of  the 
city -by  the  Constitutionalists  would  not 
exoeed  thirty  or  forty.  Though  two 
Amerloans  were  reported  killed,  the 
consul  was  able  to  substantiate  the  re- 
port   in    regard    to    only    one.

General  Huerta,  and  his  friends  pro- 
fess to  believe  that  the  greater  port  of 
their  work  is  done,  because  the  newly 
oaJled  lower  houao  has  formally,  and, 
in  their  opinion,  legally  met.

Long  after  the  hour  fixed  for  the 
Senate  to  convene  today  the  roll-call

France's  Course 

PARIS.  Nov.  13.— The  attitude  of  the 
French  Government  with  respect  to  the 
Mexican  question  has  passed  through 
various  phases.  At  first,  matters  were 
observed  dispassionately.  Th«»i  doubt 
aros-  as  to  w'^ai  t:u>  Washington  Gov- 
ernment sought  to  do.  Next  came  a 
comparison  of  views  with  Great  Britain, 
followed  by  a  common  understanding 
^fhat  the  United  States  should  be  recog- 
nized as  having  the  paramount  interest 
In  Mexico,  and  should  be  allowed  the  ut- 
most freedom  to  take  whatever  course 
she  considered  wise.  Finally  the  French 
Foreign  Office  became  entirely  sym- 
pathetic with  the  American  alms.  The 
American  ambassador  has  had 'frequent 
conversations  with  M.  Plchon  at  the 
Foreign  Office.  Mexlcon  diplomacy  has 
nought  to  impress  the  Foreign  Ol 
with  the  idea  that  France,  as  head  of 
the  Latin  peoples,  should  take  the  initia- 
tive in  moral  support  of  tho  do  facto 
Government  of  Mexico,  and  stand  in  the 
international  councils  a*  peculiarly  the 
friend  of  Mexico.

Trom   Philippines 

OTTAWA,  Nov.  IB.— Notion  of  an  Im- 
portant decision  by  the  United  States 
treasury  board  of  vital  Importance  to 
manufacturers  and  users  of  hini.  > 
twine  and  cordage  has  been  received  at 
Ottawa,  There  has  been  an  export 
duty  of  3-8  of  a  cent  per  pound  on 
manlla  fibre  shipped  from  the  Philip- 
pine Islands.  Since  1904  a  bounty 
has  been  paid  by  tho  Canadian  Govern.

slab.  While  this  may  stfund  a  formid- 
able list  of  deficiencies,  It  Is  nothing  of 
the  sort  when  considered  with  the  facts, 
for  the  metal  lathing  la  on  the  walls, 
and  tomorrow  morning  A  isrew  of  forty 
plasterers,  working  night  and  day,  will 
go  to  their  task,  under  hond  to  have  it 
completed  in  twelve  working  days.  The 
contractor  who  lays  on  the  flat  plaster 
will  also  set  in  the  modeled  plaster  or- 
namentatlin,  which  1b  complete  and 
ready   to  his  hand. 

The  seats,  'three  carloads  of  them, 
are  purposely  bestowed  upon  a  <3.  P.  R. 
sidetrack  near  Vancouver,  for  the  rea- 
son that  they  will  not  be  welcome  be- 
fore November  25,  when  the  representa- 
tives of  the  manufacturers  will  come 
to  bolt  them  to  the  floors.  "Working 
with  electric  drills,  they  will  require 
not  longer  than  two  weeks  to  finish 
their  work. 

The  scenery  is  likewise  sidetracked, 
and  for  like  reason.  Only  two  weeks 
will  be  required  to  "hang"  it  and  to 
spread  the  borders  and  the  seventy  sets 
of  lines  whloh  will  make  up  the  gridiron 
equipment. 

Assembling   Muoh   Material 

The  marbles,  cut  to  the  lines  laid 
down,  have  arrived,  and  'will  be  set 
during  the  coming,  week,  ahd  the  same 
may  be  said  of  the  scagllola.  which  Is 
of  exceptional  beauty,  and  is  being 
made  here  In  Victoria.  The  yards  and 
yards  of  heavy  pile  carpets  have  come 
to  hand  from  tho  Old  Country  factory, 
and  the  velours  curtains  and  hangings 
are  ready  to  so  into  vlare  the  moment 
the  plaster   is  made   ready.  "^ 

As  has  been  told  before,  Mr.  C.  E. 
Dorlsv  and  his  corps  of  artists,  have 
the  exquisite  murals  ready  for  the 
walls.  They  arc  done  in  oils,  on  canvas 
especially  woven  to  the  purpose,  and 
need  only   to  be  set  on. 

The  front  wall  of  trie  nouse  involves 
a  highly  intricate  design  in  tapestry* 
brick,  and  it  is  being  slowly  and  care- 
fully worked  out.  Nobody  needs  a 
front  wall,  anyway,  until  tho  opening 
day,  but  even  at  that,  the  end  of  the 
week  will  see  it  completed.  The  1 
crete  floor  Rlab  of  the  balcony  has 
been  in  place  for  ten  days,  and  the 
lower  floor  slab,  a  quick  bit  of  world 
will  be  put  In  when  it  Is  needed,  prob- 
ably not  before   tho  end  of   the  week.

Seattle  has  found  the  skeleton  of  a 
mammoth  and  a  Seattle  professor  has 
told  the  world  that  It  Is  4,000,000  years 
old.  Of  course,  If  Seattle  has  a  mam- 
moth, or  a  dynosaur,  or  any  old  thing 
like  that  it  must  of  necessity  be  a  great 
deal  older  than  anybody  else's  mammoth 
or  dynosaur.  so  we  will  pass  up  tho 
claim  of  extreme  relative  antiquity 
without  comment;  but  it  may  not  be 
amiss  to  point  out  that ..-the  habit  of 
some  people  of  talking  of  millions  of 
years  In  connection  with. these  creatures 
has  very  little  warrant  in  fact.

The  membership  campaign,  which  be- 
gins November  24,  will  be  conducted 
simultaneously-  in  Victoria,  Vancouver 
"ana- New  Westminster, :  and  a  "friendly 
rivalry  has  been  Imported  into  the  con- 
test by  the  presentation  by  His  Honor 
'  Lieutenant-Governor  Paterson  of  a  cup 
Which  will  go  to  the  association i  gaining 
the  greater  number  of  marks  on  the. 
following  basis.  For  every  new  mem- 
ber, Victoria  and  Vancouver  count  Z 
points  and  NeW  Westminster  6.  Vic- 
toria will  have  fifteen-  teams  of  five 
men  each  in  the  field,  and  telephonic 
communication  will  be  kept  up  nightly 
with  tho  other  associations  during  the 
five  days.

The  total  appro- 
priation for  new  road  work  In  this 
ttistrict  amounts  to  SBS.OOiV^and  of  this 
Hum  there  remains  only  14,914  Unex- 
pended, tnis  sum  being-  reserved  for  re- 
pair  wurk   during   tho   coming   ■Winter. 

At  the  beginning  or  the  SeaeKia  .. 
jirchenslve  programme  (MLS  P  spared  by 
engineers  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  am'  approved  by  lion.  Thomas 
Taylor,  Minister  of  the  department.  The 
constituency  was  divided  Into  twelve 
separate  districts  and  the  total  appro- 
priation was.  evenly  distributed  among 
these  units  on  a  basis  of  population  and 
In  accordance  with  the  needs  of  the 
residents. 

These  districts  were,  divided  'as.  fol- 
lows: North  Saanlch,  North  Salt  Spring, 
South  Salt  Spring.  North  Pender  Wast, 
North  Pender  Blast,  South  Pender,v  Sat- 
urna,  Mayne,  South  Galiano,  North  Gal- 
iano, Gabrlola,  Thetis  and  Kuper. 

The  largest  appropriation  was  made 
for  North  Saanich  and  according  to  a 
Bummary  of  expenditure,  prepared  yes- 
terday by  the  department,  $14,621.30  has 
been  spent  In  this  district,  while  a  bal- 
ance of  18,488.70  remains  In  the  trea- 
sury for  Winter  repairs. 

The  most  important  piece  of  road  con- 
struction in  this  district  is  the  improve- 
ment of  the  main  road  between  baanioh- 
teu  and  Oidaeyi — Who  development  of 
Sidney  and  Deep  Cove,  which  has  rapid- 
ly progressed  during  the  year,  has 
caused  a  heavy  increase  in  the  motor 
traffic  along  this  road,  and  the  Victoria 
Automobne  craft  haa-bonght-propwty  isv 
Sidney  and  established  a  clubhouse 
there.  A 

Boads  Greatly  Improved 

Motor  cars  have  also  been  a  factor 
in  the  improvement  of  the  roads  on.  Salt 
Spring  Island,  and,  while  the  car  is  a 
newcomer  to  Salt  Spring,  there  .are  .to- 
day more  than  twenty  of  these  vehicles 
in  daily  use.  The  main  road  that  ex- 
tends from  end  to  end  of  the  Island 
and  connects  Ganges  Harbor  with  Ful- 
ford  Harbor  has  been  greatly  improved, 
large  sections  of  this  important  high- 
way having  .been  completely  re-surfaced 
during  the  Summer.  Several  branch 
roads  have  been  built  from  this  inn  in 
trunk,  the  most  Important  being  the 
Rainbow  Road,  which  is  now  this  Sum- 
mer and  which*  will  prove  a  boon  to  a 
growing  number  <of  settlers  in  the  dis- 
trict which  It  serves.  The  total  amount 
expended  on  this  Island  is  approximate- 
ly J11.000. 

On  Gabrlola  Island,  the  Northend 
main  road  has  Deen  continued  for  » 
considerable  distance  and  a  new  bridge 
over  200  foot  in  length  has  beon  com- 
pleted over  the  river,  which  empties 
into  the  sea  at  the  wharf.  On  Pender 
iBland  a  sura  of  $6,900  has  been  ex- 
pended on  the  roads,  much  of  the  ac- 
tivity of  the  department  being  concen- 
trated on  the  road  between  Otter  Biy 
and  Port  Washington,  which  has  be^n 
improved.  On  Mayne  Island  a  new  road 
has  been  built  from  the  Dominion  wharf. 
to  the  Brickyards,  while  on  Galiano  Is- 
land a  new  road  baa  been  completed 
from  Retreat  Cove  to  the  extreme  end 
of  the  Island. 

Muoh   Repair   Work 

The  Dawrence  road,  on  Thetis  Island, 
has  teen  considerably  extended  and 
some  of  the  older  sections  repaired  at 
a  cost  of  about  $2,000  to  the  Govern- 
ment. A  large  amount  of  repair  work 
has  been  undertaken  throughout  the  Is- 
lands and  further  gangs  will  probably 
be  set  to  work  during  the  coming 
Winter  as  need  for  them  develops  and 
according  to  the  prevailing  climatic  con- 
ditions. 

The  wharves  built  in  this  division  are 
handled  by  the  Dominion  and  Provincial 
Governments  jointly.  The  most  import- 
ant work  in  this  connection  has  been 
the  construction  of  the  wharf  at  Sid- 
ney, in  Roberts  Bay.  This  wharf  is 
over  900  feet  in  length  and  is  the  larg- 
est wharf  ever  constructed  in  the  dis- 
trict. The  settlement  -which  it  serves 
is  a  rapidly  growing  one  and  tho  resi- 
dents have,  until  recently,  been  forced 
to  land  at  Deep  Cove  and  walk  a  dis- 
tance of  more  than  half  a  mile  to  Rob- 
erta Bay.  A  new  wharf  has  also  been 
built  at  Deep  Bay  and  repairs  have  h 
made  to  several  other  wharves 
landing   stages.

A  grove  of  pine  trees  and  a  beautiful 
old-fashioned  garden  make  it  attractive 
Without,  while  within  it  IS  a  suitable 
home  for  its  talented  owner,  her  chil- 
dren and  the  friends  whom  she  gathers 
round  her.  Pictures,  books  and  music 
make  long  evenings  pfcsg  pHaB&IHiy  aim 
afford  topies  for  pleasant  and  profitable 
conversation. 

Her  son  who  is  still  a  student  at 
Guelph  College,  preparing  for  tbe_  Uni- 
versity at  Toronto,  liver  wlth^ier,  and 
her  daughter,  who  Is  a  teacher  of  French 
in  Bvaneton.  Illinois,  spends  her  vaca- 
tions at  home. 

Unlike  most  Canadian  women, ;  Mrs. 
Williamson  did  not  go  to  any  school, 
public  or  private.  She  owes  her  love  of 
literature  to  her  mother  who  taught  her 
history  and  poetry,  and -*o  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Huddarfs  lessons  in  Greek  mythology 
and  Shakespeare. 

For  eight  years,  Mrs>  Williamson 
lived  In  California  with  her  < brother. 
Dr.  Buckland.  otherwise  she  has  never 
lived  aWwhere  except  in  Canada.  This 
is  Dr.  Logan's  criticism  of  the  work  of 
one  whom  he  believes  takes  high  rank 
among  women  poets  of  Canada. 

"Mr«j.  Williamson  is  a  psychologist; 
she  searches  out  the  hidden  forces  of 
conduct  *nd  lif er *and  adumbrates  the 
powers  which  make  tho  human  spirit 
mean  or  noble.  She  thinks  mostly 
about  energy,  spiritual  attack  and  tri- 
umph of  self  over  the  world.  Some- 
times, indeed,  v  shots  concerned  with 
gentle  reverie,  tender  love  and  the 
beauty  of  the  world.  Then  she  assays 
conventional  forms  of  poetical  expression. 
But  such  them'os  and  such  forms  are 
not  germane  to  her  genius  and  she  is 
hardly  aa' effective  with  them  as  she  Is 
in  her  own  genre— the  emotional  ex- 
pression of  moral  energy.  Whenever 
she  essays  her  proper  theme,  then  she 
attains  .  distinction,  uttering  her  thoughts 
and*feeling  with  elliptical  phraso  and 
onward  rhythm  Avhich  are  extraordinar- 
ily incisive,  vivid,  and  Compelling." 

That  poetry  of  the  kind  described 
does  not  make  an  appeal  to  all  readers 
Is  to  be  taken  for  granted.  But  in  out- 
new  country  we  will  do  well  to,  study 
the  productions  of  all  thinkers  and  to 
choose  as  our  companions  tho  works 
of  those  whom  in  the  opinion  of  each 
is  the  most  worthy.

Tim  chip  head  haw 
com*  in  contact  with  the  '.jail  too  high 
up  on  the  latter'*  circumference — 
either  above  the.  centre  01  just  ahove 
tho  centre  level.  Thin  may  be  due  to 
one  of  several  things;  the  club  may 
■he  swinging  so  far  off  the  ground 
that  it  is  at  no  point  low  enough  to 
hit  the  ball  properly;  or  the  swing 
may  be  all  right  In  itself,  but  the  point 
at  which  club  head  and  hall  cpme  Into 
contact  be  either  so  much  before  or  so

Again  placed  under  charter  to  carry 
steel  from  New  York,  the  Norwegian 
steamer  Arna  is  under,  schedule  to  sail 
from  tho  American  metropolis  on  De- 
cember  6    for   Victoria  and   Vancouver. 

The  Arna  was  here  during  the  past 
Summer  with  a  similar  cargo  and  for 
the  return  voyage  she  loaded  wheat  at 
Portland  and  completed  with  other 
cargo  at  San  Francisco  and  Santa 
Rosalia,  for  Avonmouth,  Dunkirk  and 
London.  She  was  last  reported  at 
London,  on  October  26,  and  by  this 
lime  should  be  on  her  passage  across 
the  Atlantic  to  New  York. 

Preceding  the  Arna  in  the  New  York 
service  Is  the  British  steamer  ICentra. 
which  left  that  port  on  October  10  with 
a  big  steel  shipment  for  Victoria  and 
Newport,  the  Paeiflo  Great  Eastern 
terminal  at  the  head  of  Howe  Sound. 
The  Pacific  Great  Kastern  are  now  im- 
porting large  shipments  of  steel  rails 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  line 
through  Northern  British  Columbia  and 
practically  all  the  ships  of  the  Maple 
Leaf  line  are  now  heading  for  the  Howe 
Sound  port. 

The  Arna  Ib  a  vessel  of  large  carry- 
ing capacity  and  Is  a  comparatively 
new  ship.  She  Is  under  the  command 
of  Captain  Jentoft,  who  last  Summer 
brought  her  out  on  the  Initial  voyage 
to  the  North  Pacific.  Other  charters 
are  expected  to  be  announced  shortly 
for  the  transportation  of  steel  rails 
from  New  York  for  British  Columbia 
railroad  construction.

PARIS,  Nov.  15:— The  first  Instance 
Of  an  airship  being  employed  for  smug- 
gling purposes  has  come  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  French  police.  It  seems 
that  an  aeroplane  has  been  hoverln* 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Armentlere 
recently,  dropping  packets  of  tobaoco 
and  other  contraband  articles  on 
Frenoh  soil,  it  manoeuvred  -so  rapidly 
that  the  police  could  not  follow  it,  and 
Its  oonferedates  escaped  with  the 
tobacco.  It  Is  now  suggested  that  if 
this  sort  of  thing  goes  on  an  aerial 
police  will  have  to  be  established.  An 
aeroplane  can  hardly  cross  the  English 
Channel  without  being  seen,  must  re- 
port itself  on  arrival,  and  give  an  ac- 
count of  Itself.  But  such  regulations 
are  more  easily  evaded  on  a  land  fron- 
tier, and  the  chase  of  the  aerial  smug- 
gler, by  the  police  ship  may  In  future 
yield  adventures  as-; 'exciting  as  the 
chase  of  smugglers  on  the  coast  by 
revenue  officers  in  the  old  days.  In- 
deed, some  French  papers  think  that  It 
will  be  Impossible  to  prevent-  this  form 
of  smuggling,  and  that  it  will  in  future 
cause  so  much  trouble  that  the  revenue 
will  seriously  suffer.

ed by  the  artist,  who  had  despaired 
of  completing  the  work  in  a  manner 
worthy  of  its  conception  and  past  exe- 
cution. With  regard  to  the  rlgh  fltrm, 
agreement  was  fairly  general  that  ^Ve- 
nus is  hero  preventing  with  the.  right 
hand  the  fall  of  try*  loose  robe  which 
hangs  in  graceful,  negligent  folds  from 
the    waist. 

This  latter  point  Is  now.  established. 
But  what  of  the  left  arm?  In  the  it-ft 
hand  we  now  learn,  a  small  sphere  not 
larger  than  an  apple  Is  held.

Early  in  1S20  a  peasant  of  Castro, 
in  the  Island  of  Melos.  also  called

a  piece  of  land  which  he  anssossed  oil 
a- small  hillside.  He  was  named  Ydr- 
gos  Boltinla.  With  him  were  his  son 
Antonio  and  one  of  his  nephews.

So  we  can  see,  In  imagination,  rjar 
three  peasants,  who  have  halted  until 
nightfall,  raising  the  bust  of  the  beau- 
tiful Venus,  staggering  out  into  the 
moonlight  with  their  strango  burden, 
and  carefully  treading  the  stony  track 
to  the  hut.  Here  the  queenly  white 
form,  finds  a  curiously  inappropriate 
refuge  on  the  dirty  floor,  and  here  she 
remains  for  many  weeks. 

In  April  of  the  same  year  a  French 
naval  vessel  called,  at  the  Island  of 
Milo  on  her  way  to  Constantinople.  On 
board  were  a  young  lieutenant  named 
Matteror  and  a  young  ensign  named 
Dumont  D'Urville,.  both  lovers  of  art 
and  keen  in  their  search  for  antique 
sculpture.  They     learned     here     that 

Bottlnis  had  made  a  find,  and  in  eager 
haste  visited  his  hut,  and  in  that 
strange  environment,  amid  the  fumes 
and  dirt,  the  noble  statue  of  Venus 
confronted  them,  Concealing  their 
dellfcht,  they  hastened  to  Constanti- 
nople, and  assailed,  In  their  ecstasy, 
the  French  Ambassador,  the  Marquis 
ie  Uiviere,  to  such  purpose  that  the 
er  Instructed  his  secretary  to.  repair 
at  once  to  the  island  and  secure  the 
statue.  However,  the  secretary,  M. 
Marcellu*, .  <H'l  not  reach  Milo  until 
28rd  May.  He  sailed  in  a  small  French 
naval  vessel  VEstafette,  under  Com- 
mandant Bobert;  but  when  anchor  was 
cast  they  were  already  too  late— -ror  so 
it  appeared 

Xear  the  shore  was  a  Turkish  brig 
ready  to  sail  at  any  moment,  while  on 
tiie  shore  was  a  group  of  Turkish  sail- 
ors engaged  in  towing  a  large  white 
form  towards  the.  waiting  vessel.  From 
the  bridge  Marcellus  perceived  all  this 
at  a  glance.     It  was  the  Venus  of  Milo. 

lost  to  France  for  ever,  unless — — . 

Neither  the  commandant  nor  Marcel- 
lus wasted  words;  there  was  no  time 
for  reflection.  At  the  order  of •'■  Robert, 
sailors  of  iyEstafettu  hurled  th<m- 
sslyea  Into  the  boats,  drew  to  the  shore 
with  all  possible  speed,  and  with  drawn 
sabres .  engaged  Hie  abductors  of  the 
us.  The  statue  had  been  mounted 
on  a  primitive  '  kind  of  wooden  sled 
and  secured  to  it  by  ropes.  Around 
this  a  warm  encounter  took  place,  anil 
after  a  few  minutes  the  French  sailor* 
were  left  In  possession.  But  the  posi- 
tion was  not  secure,  and  •»  return  of  the 
enemy  reinforced'  from  Hie  hri«  was 
feared.

up,  and  at  last  the  goddess  is  on  board 
—without  arms,  it  ie  true;  but  there 
are  the  fragments  aleo,  and  th«y  can 
be  restored  later.  The  eSBentlal  is  to 
have  the  Venue. 

But  unfortunately  only  the  bust  is 
gained  ae  yet;  the  lower  parts  of  the 
statue  is  already  on  board  the  Turkish 
brig.  '  It  is  only  after  two  days  af  ar- 
gument, and  of  money  and  force  alter- 
nately, that  Marcellus  succeeds  In  ob- 
taining the  statue  in  its  entirety.  But 
no,  not  in  Us  entirety;  for  on  the  strand 
of  Milo  were  left  some  priceless  frag- 
ments of  marble  by  the  careless  sail- 
ors. The  fragments  saved,  on«\ar;n, 
one  hand  and  other  unrecognizable 
portions  were  Just  sufficient  to  give 
free  rein  to  the  imagination,  and  when 
the  statue,  in  Its  mutilated  condition. 
/ reached  the  I.ouvre  without  explana- 
tion, supposition  was  piled  on  supposi- 
tion, hypothesis  on  hypothesis. 

The  uncertainty  could  have  been 
ended  by  a  word  from  Matterer  Or 
U'L'rville.  but  then  the  whole  Incident 
of  the  Island  of  Milo  would  have  been 
revealed.  And  so.  In  fear  of  diplomat- 
ic difficulties,  ellertce  was  maintained 
by  all  the  actors  of  th*  little  drama. 
For  half  a  century  the  facts  y 
known  only  In  one  Government's  For- 
eign Office;  but  the  facts  were  com- 
mitted to  paper  by  Dumont  D'L'rville, 
only  to  be  revealed  to  the  riddle-sol- 
vers after  nearly  ninety  years. 

The  two  officers  maintained,  above 
all,  the  statement  as  to  the  pose  of  the 
Venus;  and  to  give  the  history  more 
credence  there  Is  added  the  testimony 
of  M.  Jules  Ferry,  the  French  Am- 
bassador to  Greece,  who  in  1872,  in 
knowledge  of  the  incident,  visited  .Milo 
and  there  found  still  living  the  Son  and 
nephew  of  Bottlnis,  who  confirmed  the 
story  of  the 'discovery  of  the  Venus  and 
the  battle  on  the  seashore  for  her  pos- 
session.

The  fact  that  of  the  ten  Zeppelin  air->. 

ips  which  have  been~destroyed,  five  " 
were  burned  and  the  other  Ave  lost 
through  .constructional  weakness  and 
storm/  shows  .how  well  the  defect  of 
the  Zeppelin  system  was  understood, 
in  the  search  for  greater  rigidity,  the 
Kondolaj  and  motors  of  the  't,V*  Ware 
built  so-close  to  the  hull  that  the  risk 
of  lire  was  Increased;  and  some  of  the 
experts  who  comment  on  the  accident 
think  that  this  was  one  cause.  Never- 
theless, constructional  weakness,  re- 
niuiiird. 

Only  a  few  days  ago  a  letter  Was. 
printed  from  Count  Zeppelin  to  the  en- 
gineer. Uuger,  who  claimed  to  have  a 
system  which  promises  much  greater 
strength  than  the  Zeppelins  have;  and 
here  the  Count  replies  that  the  strength 
may  Indeed  be  groat,  but  the  weight  is 
such  '  that '■•  the'  margin  of  ascentlonal 
power" Is  Inadequate.  The  rigid  airship, 
in  short,  may  be  made  really  rigid,  but 
if  it  is  rigid  it  ceases  to  fly. 

The  doubts  expressed  as  to  the  possi- 
bility of  making  the  Zeppelins  reason- 
ably safe  are  felt  by  the  hcavier-than* 
air  champions  to  apply  to  all  lighter-, 
thari-afr  ships.  The  notion  that  the, 
Zeppelins  are  more  liable  to  destruction 
than  other  airships  Is  not  correct. 
Many  more  Zeppelins  have  been  built 
than  airships,  of  any  otSier  system;  and 
the  Zeppelins  have  covered  many  times 
the  mileage  of  their  rivals.  Probably, 
if  Judged  by  distance  covered,  the  Zep- 
olins  have  proved  themselves  the  safest 
of  all  airshipB.'  But  the  absolute  num- 
ber of  aooidents  has  impressed  the 
public. 

The  aeroplane  is  certainly  overtak- 
ing the  airship  in  the  matter  of  carry- 
ing large  numbers  of  persons,  and  aero- 
plane flights  are  made  under  Weather 
conditions  which  no  airship  would 
brave.  One  newspaper  which  puts  the 
question  whether  the  defence  depart- 
ments have  the  right,  to  "end  sailors 
and  soldiers  to  cruise  in  airships,  asks 
first  for  a  guarantee  of  greater  safety. 
If  this  test  were  imposed,  there  would 
be  an  «nd  to  the  Zeppelin  system  at 
once,  as  there  is  at  present  no  prospect 
of  greater  safety,  much  less  guarantees.

Of  egret  feathers,  11,01'B  ounces  were 
sold,  and  the  fear  that  this  bird  Is 
being  gradually  exterminated  In  the 
cruelllet  fashion  la  borne  out  by  the 
high  prloes  paid  for  the  feathers.  In 
all,  8, ¥06  birds  of  paradise  were  sold, 
many  of  these  coming  from.  British 
possessions.

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HE  year  '191.3'  will  ever  be  memor* 
able  in  the  annals  of  the  Fifth 
Regiment  of  Canadian  Garrison 
Artillery,  as  in  it  they  have  es^ 
tablished  a  record  in  competition 
with  all  the  other  garrison  artil- 
lery of  the  Dominion,  which  may 
possibly  be  equalled,  but  can 
never  be  surpassed*  since  .  the 
three  companies  carried  off  all 
the  prizes,  cups  and  money  that 
were  competed  for.  Their  record 
has  already  been  published,  but 
will  well  bear  repeating. 
No.  2  Company  took  First  Prize  for  Gen- 
eral Efficiency  and  the  Governor-General's 
Gup,  First  Prize  for  Gun  Practice  and  the 
Turnbull  Shield,  and  Second  Prize  for  Ef- 
ficiency of  Personnel,  with  cash  prizes  amount- 
ing to  $124.50.  No.  1  Company  took  Second 
Prize  for  General  Efficiency  and  the  Lans- 
downe  Cup,  Second  Prize  for  Gun  Practice  and 
the  Hugh  Black  Cup,  and  First  Prize  for  Ef- 
ficiency of  Personnel,  with  cash  prizes  amount- 
ing to  $111.  No.  3  Company  (movable 
armament)  took  First  Prize  for  General  Ef- 
ficiency and  the  Association  Cup,  First  Prize 
for  Gun  Practice  and  the  Association  Cup,  and 
cash  prizes  amounting  to  $58. 

The  Fifth  Regiment,  under  Colonel  Currie, 
has  been  for  the  last  five  years  gradually 
working  up  to  the  climax  which  marks  the 
year  of  his  resignation  of  the  command.  In 
1909  the  regiment,  in  competition  with  similar 
corps  of  the  Dominion,  gained  First,  Second 
and  Third  positions;  in  1910,  First  and 
Second;  in  10  It,  Third;  in  1912,  First  and 
Second  in  Coast  Defence  Companies  and 
First  for  the  Movable  Armament  Battery,  and 
the  extraordinary  honors  wmi  this  year 
emphasize  the  regret  which  is  so  genera ik 
felt  throughout  the  regiment  at  the  loss  it  will 
sustain  by  the  transference  of  its  commanding 
officer  to  another  regiment.  It  is,  however, 
recognized  that  the  Fifth's  loss  is  a  gain  to  the 
militia  of  the  Province,  in  that  it  will  retain  the 
ices  of  an  efficient  officer  for  a  further 
•  >d  of  five  \ears  at  least.

Wolfenden  (late  R  I  )  a  adjutant.  No.  2 
Company  was  commanded  by  Captain  Arthur

the  "Russian  scare*"     In     connection     with 

this  Mr.  William  \tkins  cm  rememher  a  mass 
meeting  being  hell  in  the  Cit)  to  arouse  in- 
terest in  the  militia,   but  as  a  result  onlv  two 
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volunteers  came  forward,  which  so  disgusted 
him,  that,  though  by.no  means  a  young  man 
at  that  date,  he  joined  -the  regiment  next  day, 
eventually  attaining  the  rank  of  sergeant  and 
being  offered  a  commission. 

On    October    28,    1885,    Major      Dupont 

/as  granted  permission  to  retire  and  to  retain 

his  rank,  and  Captain  R.  Wolfenden  took  the 

command,  being  promoted  to  the     rank     of 

major  in  the  following  month. 

On  May  8,  1886,  the  designation  of  the 
B.  C.  Provisional  Regiment  of  Garrison  Ar- 
tillery was  changed  to  the  B.  C.  Brigade  of 
Garrison  Artillery,  and  Major  Wolfenden  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  Lieut.-Colonel.  In  the 
same  year  Orderly-Sergeant  J.  d.  Plummer,  of 
No.  4  Company,  was  selected  to  represent  the 
brigade  on  the  Canadian  Artillery  teani  at 
Shoeburyness. 

In  May,  1893,  the  name  B.  C.  Brigade 
of  Garrison  Artillery  was  changed  to  the 
B.  C.  Battery  of  Garrison  Artillery,  and  in 
1894  the  new  drill  hall  was  opened.  In  this 
year  Nos.  I,  2  and  3  Companies  were  sta- 
tioned at  Victoria,  with  the  5  th  at  Vancouver, 
and  on  August  1,  1896,  a  drumhead  service 
was  held  at  Beacon  Hill.  This  year  the  Can- 
adian team,  which  won  the  Queen's  Prize  at 
Shoeburyness,  contained  two  Fifth  Regiment 
men,  Corporal  W.  H.  l.ettice  (now  the 
quartermaster  of  the  regiment)  and  Sergeant 
A.  J.  Thomas. 

In  1 806  Colonel  Prior,  who  had  com- 
manded the  regiment  since  1888,  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Lieut.-Colonel  Gregory,  who  in 
turn  was*  followed  in  190.1  by  Major  R.  R. 
Munro,  under  whom  Lieutenant  Ridgeway 
Wilson  served  as  active  adjutant.  The  follow- 
ing year  Lieut.-Colonel  Munro  resigned,  and, 
three  senior  officers  waiving  their  claims  to 
promotion,  Captain  J.  A.  Hall  took  over  the 
command  on  February  28,  1903,  and  was 
speedily  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Lieut-Colonel, 
and  continued  at  the  head  of  the  regiment 
until  succeeded  by  Lieut.-Colonel  Currie  in 
1909. 

Various  changes  in  the  composition  of  the 
regiment  have  taken  place  since  its  formation, 
but  the  dates  of  these  are  not  always  avail- 
able.     As  has  been      stated,      the     regiment 
started   with    No,    I    Company   at   New   West- 
minster  and    three   companies     at     Victoria. 
Later  on,  in  the  regimental  records  it  is  found 
that  the  Victoria  companies  were  Nos.    1,   2 
and  3,  and  Nos.  4  and  5  were  on  the  main- 
land, the  regiment  being  then  divided  Into  an 
Island  battalion,  No.   1,  and  No.  2  Battaltoa 
with  headquarters  on  the  Mainland.    Ultimately, 
the  Second  Battalion  disappeared  in  favor  of  i 
the  6th  Connaught  Rifles,  and     the    prej«^rt: 
Fifth  Regiment  is  the  sole  representative  otfibp 
old  Brigade  of  Garrison  Artillery. '

But  the  iceberg  and  the  derelict  lie  in  wait 
for  her,  and  all  her  pride  is  humbled.  Sunken 
rocks  and  fogs,  too,  from  without  threaten, 
and   lightning,   and   even   nu  v  But   from 

within  there  is  perhaps  the  mo$!  dread  0!   all 
dangers — fire! 

it  is  a  brilliant,  awesome  spectacle  to  see 
a  ship  ablaze  In  mid- Atlantic;  but  awesome 
and  horrible  if  human  life  be  there  and  can- 
not be  saved — as  in  the  case  of  the  Volturno 
the  other  day. 

That  was  one  of  the  most  heartrending  of 
the  list  of  disasters  by  fire  at  sea.  It  is  a  long 
list. 

One  of  the  strangest  cases  it  contains  was 
that  of  the -Celtic.  Within  a  few  days  of  the 
close  of  1909  the  White  Star  liner  arrived  at 
Liverpool  With  fire  raging  furiously  in  her 
hold.  Yet  not  one  of  her  4oo  passengers  was 
aware  that  the  voyage  had  been  made  under 
any  but  the  most  ordinary  circumstances. 

The  outbreak  was  discovered  when  the 
good  ship  was  in  mid-Atlantic,  by  means  of 
the  really  marvelous  "tell-tale"  arrangements 
with  whirh  all  big  passenger  vessels,  are  pro- 


vided.    It  was  quickly  located   among     the 
bales  of  cotton  at  the  bottom  of  No.  6  hold, 
and  immediately  the  great  fight  between  the 
TE&ehJeiflPSir  aTid~trariran^n}reTratty-  ~beganr  - 

The  hold  was  closed  up  tightly  so  that 
every  breath  of  air  was  excluded,  then  steam 
was  turned  into  ft  to  drown  the  growing 
flames  that  were  eating  upwards*  through  and 
around  and  between  the  inflammable  cotton. 
Meanwhile  a  section  of  the  crew  were  busy 
strengthening  the  bulkheads,  and  getting 
ready  to  cope  with  the  fire  even  more  strenu- 
ously should  it  extend  beyond  the  hold  in 
which  they  were  trying  to  confine  it. 

Christmas  Day  came  and  went,  and  the 
captain  took  part  in  the  happy  festivities  of 
his  passengers,  laughing  and  joking  with 
them  whilst  in  his  heart  lurked  the  terrible 
anxiety  that  must  at  all  costs  be  Withheld  from 
them. 

Night  and  day  the  fight  went  \  on,  and 
though  the  creeping  menace  couldn't  be  wholly 
subdued,  it  was  kept  under — it  was  not  allowed 
to  grow.  At  last,  with  what  relief  he  alone 
knows,  the  skipper  turned  his  thousands  and 
thousands  'of  pounds  worth  of  .responsibility 
into  the  home  waters,  and  Soon  had  her  fast 
in  dock.  Once  there  more  energetic  measures 
could  be  employed,  and  the  fire  was  soon 
extinguished.  * 

The  most  remarkable  thing  about  this  fire, 
after  the  skill  and  discretion  displayed  in 
dealing  with  it,  is  the  fact  that  a.  great  load 
of  passengers  could  be  kept  so  completely  in 
ignorance  of  the  danger  that  threatened  them. 

Cotton  and  coal  are  even  more  dangerous 
cargoes  to  carry  than  oil  and  gunpowder,  and, 
until  modern  methods  reduced  the  chances 
of  spontaneous  combustion  and  explosion  to  a 
minimum,  were  the  terribly  frequent  causes  of 
total  losses  by  fire.  In  one  year,  fifteen  or 
sixteen  years  ago,  no  fewer  than  thirty-two  .■■ 
vessels  laden  with  coal,  outward  bound  from 
British  ports,  disappeared,  of  which  it  is  ab- 
solutely certain  that,  ten  were  burnt,  and  there 
is  reason  fo  believe  that  most  of  the- others 
suffered  the  same  fate. 

Mr.  Clark  Russell  tells  us  of  an  American 
ship,  the  R.  B.  Fuller,  outward  bound  from 
Cardiff  to  Valparaiso,   with  a  cargo  of  coal. 


About  10  o'clock  one  night,  when  she  was  a 
little  more  than  three  weeks  out  on  her  voyage, 
her  captain,  Mr.  Thomas  Peabody,  was  awak- 
ened in  his  cabin  by  a  feeling  Of  suffocation,  , 
and  found  the  place  full  of  smoke,  charged 
with  the  most  nauseating  odors,  He  rushed 
0,1  deck,  ana  called  for  the  officei  ot  the 
watch.  The  chief  mate  came  running  out  of 
the  darkness  forward,  and  before  Captain. 
Peabody  could  speak,  cried  out  that  the  ship 
was  on  fire.  At  the  cry  the  crew  came  tum- 
bling up  from  the  fo'castlc,  and  at  once  fell 
to  work  to  fight  the  enemy,  livery  ventilator 
was  closed  and  the  cabin  shut  up  in  the  hope 
oi  lilting  the  fire,  and  the  men  then  gathered 
In  the  waist  to  watch  and  to  wait.  Not  a 
trace  of  flame  had  yet  been  seen. 

In  a  few  moments,  however,  tightly  as 
everything  was  closed,  the  ship  began  to 
leak  out  smoke  from  every  seam.  It  was  like 
a  mist  rising  from  the  compact  earth.  They 
now  fell  to  work  to  bore  holes  in  the  d^.ck; 
manned  the  pumps;  fetched  hose  and  buckets, 
and  tried  to  drown  the  fire  by  pouring  water 
into^ the. cargo.  Clouds  of  steam  came  up 
through  the  holes;  and,  as  they  faded  away, 
were  regularly  followed  by  coils  of  black 
smoke  and  whiffs  of  poisonous  gas  that  forced 
the  men  to  work  with  averted  faces.  Still 
not  a  trace  of  flame  was  visible,  but  the  cap- 
tain gave,  orders  to  lower  the  boats. 

As  soon  as  the  boats  were  alongside,  the 
captain,  wishing  fo  fetch  certain  articles  from 
the  cabin,  went  down  with  the  mate  and  four 
seamen. — Rut  they  had  not  hren — there — a_ 


minute  before  they  were  forced  to  run  out, 
some  of  them  vomiting  blood,  and  lay  down 
upon    the  deck    U»  recover  in  the  fresh  air. 


boats,  and,  haying  braced  the  ship's  main- 
yards  aback,  rowed  off  to  a  distance  of  about 
half  a  mile,  and  there  lay  on  their  oars  and 
waited  to  see  what  the  end  would  be. 

The  night  was  calm  and  the  ship  steady.

by  hour  as   they   watched   no   spark   or   flame 
was  visible. 

Considering  this  they  began  to  hope  that 
the  fire  was  n,,t  so  had  as  they  had  feared, 
and  soon  after  daybreak,  though  the  smoke 
still  crawled  thlcklj  from  her,  they  headed 
for  the  vessel  again.  The  captain's  boat  was 
the  first  to  get  alongside,  and  he  pumped  on 
board  with  a  few  men.  The  heat  of  the  deck 
struck  through  their  boots.  He  put  a  hand  to 
the  planks.  It  was  like  touching  hot  iron. 
The  very  ropes  were  too  hot  to  handle.  A 
cry  of  one  of  the  seamen,  who  had  come  over 
the  side  with  bare  feet,  raised  a  kind  of  panic, 
and  they  all  hurried  into  the  boat, 

Even  then,  putting  their  hands  to  the  ve 
sel's  side   as  low   as   the  water-line   was      like 
touching  a  boiler  full  of  steam.     They  rowed 
back  to  their  old   position. 

Soon  the  gathering  wind  seemed  to  pene- 
trate the  vessel  and  send  up  thicker  clouds, 
mingled  now  for  the  first  time  with  sparks. 
Shortly  before  noon  the  mizzenmast  swayed 
for  a  moment  and  went  over  with  a  crash,  and 
for  the  rest  of  the  day  the  sparks  continued 
to  pour  up  from  the  hole  thus  made,  tinging 
the  sails  forward  with  a  dusky  red.       * 

The  second  night  fell,  and  at  length,  just 
an  hour  before  darkness,  a  jet  of  red  flame  shot 
out  of  the  deck  abaft  the  mainmast.  By  its 
light  the  men  could  see  one  another's  faces. 
It  sank,  and  for  a  minute  or  two  seemed  to 
have  died  away.  Then  it  leapt  up  again,

She  was  the  barque  Paracca,  of 
I  ondon;  and  as  soon  as  the  boats  were  sighted 
by  her,  she  lay-to  and  picked  the  poor  fellows 

up. 

Among  the  unnumbered  perils  of  the  sea 
and  the  cause,  without  doubt,  of  many  a  total 
loss,  we  have  to  reckon  lightning  and  falling 
meteors.  ' 

Some  years  ago  the  master. of  a  ship 
arrived  at  Dundee  with  a  singular  but  very 
circumstantial  report.  He  said  that  when  his 
vessel  was  in  latitude  51  deg.  S.  and  longitude 
80  deg.  W.,  a  large  meteor  of  dazzling  bril- 
liancy fell  Into  the  sea  within  a  few  cables' 
length  of  her.  As  it  plunged  into  the  water, 
it  roared  and  hissed  just  like  a  mass  of  red- 
hot  metal.  The  second  officer,  Mr.  John 
Veitch,  took  particular  notice  of  the  phenome- 
non and  the  bright  light  cast  by  it  across  the 
sky,  and  concludes  his  entry  in  the  log-book 
by  surmising  that,  "possibly,  some  ships  that 
have  gone  amissing  may  have  been  struck  and 


sent  to  the  bottom  by  such  meteors."  There

On  the  peril  of  lightning,  we  may  quote  an 
old  extract  from  the  log  of  the  Ville  de  Lyon, 
an  American  packet  of  800  tons  burden,  which 
put  into  Plymouth  Sound  in  June,   1837: 

"At  10  p.  m.7  Barfleur  Light  bearing 
S.  S.  W..  distant  about  fifteen  miles,  they  ex- 
perienced a  heavy  squall  from  W.  S.  W.,  with 


rain.  Whilst  in  the  act  of  taking  in  sail,  the 
ship  was  struck  by  lightning.  The  electric 
fluid  descended  by  the  main-topsafi-shecift. 
passed  through  the  bolt  into  the  passage-way 
leading  to  the  cabin,  thence  ran  along  the 
bell-wires  in  the  steward's  pantry,  melting  those 
connected  with  the  larboard  state-rooms,  and 
passed  through  the  side  into  the  water,  start- 
ing several  of  the  tree  nails  and  ripping  the 
copper.  Two  men  engaged  in  hauling  taut 
the  main-lopsail-sheet  v<ere  instantly  killed, 
and  two  others  were  hurt.  Within  a  minute 
after,  another  shock,  still  more  severe,  struck 
the  ship  in  the  same  direction.  A  passenger, 
who  was  in  the  steward's  pantry  examining 
the  effects  of  the  first  stroke,  was  slightly  in- 
jured in  tiie  head  by  the  second.  Notwith- 
standing the  appalling  scene,  perfect  order 
was  observed.  Captain  Stoddard  immediately 
sounded  the  pumps,  and  examined  the  vessel 
in  every  part.  The  appearance  of  the  light- 
ning was  most  remarkable.  When  the  fluid 
struck  the  ship,  the  explosion  resembled  that 
of  a  bomb.  The  vessel,  both  above  and  bfP';.'' 
low  the  deck,  appeared  to  be  filled  with  flue, 
At  12  p.  m.  the  wind  moderated." 

Fire  on  modern  steamers  sometimes  tafces 
place  from  coal-dust  explosions  in  the  bunkers. 
This  was  the  cause  of  the  loss  of  the  coal  and 
Iron  ore  tramp  steamer  Tregartha  early  in 
November,  1909.  A  stoker  went  with  a  naked 
light  into  one  of  the  bunkers.  Instantly  a 
terrific  explosion  followed,  and  a  sheet  of 
flame  swept  through  the  ship,  licking  up  all 
woodwork  in  Its  way.

Port  AHfoemi 


The  new  $120,000  waterworks  system, 
which  ensures  a  liberal  supply  of  clear,  cold 
mountain  water  to  the  citizens  of  Port  Alberni, 
has  just  been  completed  and  turned  over  to  the 
city. 

The  new  city  at  the  head  of  the  Alberni 
Canal  now  possesses  one  of  the  finest  supplies 
of  water  in  the  Province.  Situated  seven 
miles  from  the  city,  at  an  elevation  of  614  feet, 
the' dam  collects  the  water  as  it  comes  tumbling 
and  rumbling  over,  the  rocks  from  its  glacial 
source  above  the  Golden  Eagle  Basin. 

The  retaining  wall,  which  is  a  massive  piece 
of  work,  is  constructed  of  huge  cribbed  logs, 
drilled  in  between  with  rocks.  The  building  of 
this  .wall  .proved  a  long,  costly  operation,  as, 
owing  to  floods,  the  work  was  arduous,  and  de- 
lay was  occasioned  by  the  half-built  wall  being 
; Swept  away  when  a  sudden  flood,  caused  by 
heavy  rains,  undid  the  labor  of  weeks  In  a  night. 
However,  under  the  careful  "supervision  of 
Messrs.  Anderson  and  Warden,  consulting  en- 
gineers, and  J.  C.  Johnstone,  the  city  engineer 
the  wall  was  built  up  again,  and  is  substantial 
enough  ■to  resist  any  pressure  that  may  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  it. 

The  water  enters  the  intake  pipe  through 
cleaning  and  screening  chambers  of  the  most 
modern  type,  which  collect  all  small  debris 
which  would  have  a  tendency  to  enter  the  pipe.

.On  a  Saturday  evening  in  September,  1909, 
a  fire  was  discovered  on  the  R.  M  S.  Lucania, 
lying  in  dock  at  Liverpool.  Though  not  pro- 
perly a  fire  at  sea,  the  story  is  an  interesting 
one.  When  the  fire  brigade  arrived  on  the 
spot  in  force  it  was  found  that  the  first  saloon 
was  alight  from  one  end  to  the  other. 

Despite  the  fact  that  from  two  motor  en- 
gines and  the  mains  some  2,000  gallons  of 
water  per  minute  were  poured  into  the  burn- 
ing steamer,  says  a  Daily  Chronicle  cor- 
respondent, the  flames  gradually  worked  their 
way  forward,  consuming  every  particle  of 
woodwork  until  they  got  into  the  steerage, 
and  then,  traveling  downwards,  played  havoc 
in  the  forehold  of  the  vessel. 

At  this  time  the  heat  was  tremendous,  and 
the  flames,  shooting  high  up  from  the  vessel, 
attracted  the  attention  of  thousands  of  people 
on  the  Cheshire  side  of  the  river,  whilst  the 
dock  itself  was  besieged  by  a  vast  crowd, 
which  had  gathered  from  all  parts  of  Liver- 
pool. The  damage  to  the  liner  was  now  so 
great  that  It  was  decided  to  admit  water  from 
the  dock,  in  addition  water  was  also  poured 
into  her  by  four  floating  fire  tenders. 

This  decision  was  arrived  at  about  3 
o'clock  on  Sunday  morning,  and  shortly  after 
the  water  was  admitted  the  liner  heeled  over. 
Her  funnels  came  into  contact  with  the  cranes 
fixed  to  the  quay  sheds  and  were  badly 
damaged  at  the  top. 

A  fleet  of  tugs  was  requisitioned,  attached 
to  the  Lucania  by  means  of  wire  hawsers,  and 
these  pulled  her  into  an  upright  position,  in 
which  they  held  her  until  she  settled  firmly  in 
the  mud  at  the  bottom  of  the  dock. 

At  the  time  the  liner  heeled  over,  half  a 
dozen  firemen,  who  were  on  a  gangway,  were 
precipitated  into  the  dock.  All,  however, 
were  rescued,  and  were  little  the  worse  for 
their  immersion.  It  was  not  until  after  10 
o'clock  on  Sunday  morning  that  the  conflagra- 
tion was  under  control,  and  midday  had 
arrived  before  the  fire  brigade  could  relinquish 
their  task  and  leave  the  damaged  Cunarder.

One    bushel    of 
this   wheal  to   the  acre   is  sufficient,    whereas 
with  other  wheats  you  have  to  sow  two  bushels 
to  the  acre,  and  I  have  got  as  big  a  crop  from 
three   pecks  of  the   new   wheat  as  from  two 
bushels  of  other  sorts. 

'•'Phis  harvest  is  not  a  fair  test,  because  it 
seeded  under  such  bad  conditions  last 
Winter.  I  have  looked  in  the  Gresham  En- 
cyclopedia of  Agriculture  and  I  cannot  find 
any  type  of  wheat  resembling  the  ears  of  this 
11.  I  think  the  hybrid  must  have  a  strain 
n\  rivet  about  it,  because  it  is  slightly  horned 
at  the  top.  But  the  grain  has  none  of  the 
coarseness  ol  rivet."

The  following  extract  is  taken  from  an  in- 
teresting interview  with  Leoncavallo,  in  Musi- 
cal America.  He  is  the  author  of  "Pagliacci," 
with  whieli  most  people  are  more  or  less 
familiar.  He  has  also  composed  nine  other 
operas  yet  to  be  heard  in  this  country.  He  is 
the  librettist  of  his  own  works:  - 

"Now,  Strauss  and  Debussy, "T  he  says, 
"will  not  last,  because  they  are  not  natural, 
because  they  try  to  do  things  that  will  appeal 
not  to  the  great  body  of  people  at  large,  but 
just  to  some  technical  specialists.  They  are 
not  sincere,  and  only  what  is  written  in  com- 
plete sincerity  succeeds.^  My  'Pagliaeci'  has 
succeeded  because  I  wrote  it  in  a'  spirit  of  ab- 
solute sincerity.  Those  little  men  who  imitate 
what  others  have  originated     are     negligible 


quantities,  artistically  speaking. There  are 

plenty  of  them  in  Italy  today. 

PUBLIC  THE  FINAL  ARBITER 

-""The  ^artist  may  consider  himself  -tri- 
umphant when  he  has  the  public  on  his  side. 
The  public  must  reach  up  to  him  and  he,*,  in 
turn,  reach  down  to  it.  No  one  who  is  truly 
great  will  be  satisfied  to  write  for  a  few  ex- 
ceptionally learned   persons  and  consider  it 

"beneath  his  dignity  to  bid  for  the  approval  of 
the  multitude.  The  composer  has  ac- 
complished something  great  when  he  writes 
something  that  insinuates  itself  into  the  public 
ear  and  refuses  to  be  dislodged  from  there. 
And  therefore  I  hold  it  a  greater  and  more  dif- 
ficult accomplishment  to  have*  written  'La 
Donna  e  Mobile'  than  to  have  composed  , 
'Salome.'  Verdi's  air  is  a  greater  piece  of  art 
than  Strauss'  opera. ;  If  people  yawn  on  hear- 
ing a  certain  composition  you  can  know  it  is 
bad  art.    Whatever  tires  one  is  such,  i 

"The  public  is  the  final  arbiter  in  all  ques- 
tions of  art  and  the  public  is  right.    You  will 

'find  that  it  has  never  really  withheld  its  sup- 
port in  the  case  of  the  great  masterpieces.  If 
one  sometimes  hears  that  such  has  been  the 
case  one  may  safely  assume  that  some  tem- 
porary agency  was  at  work  which  in  some  way 
or  other  Paisiello  liad  used  and  so  a  cabal, 
composed  of  the  friends  of  Paisiello,  was  on 
hand  to  do  whatever  mischief  it  could.  A 
black  cat  that  happened  to  walk  across  the 
stage  as  the  tenor  was  singing  his  eavatina.  af- 
forded occasion  for  laughter  and  hisses,  and 
this,  combined  with  all  other  annoyances 
caused  by  the  hostile  claque,  produced  the  im- 
pression of  failure.  And  similarly  when 
'Traviata'  was  first  sung  and  the  audience 
laughed,  uproariously  at  the  enormously  stout 
soprano*'  who  was  supposed  to  be  dying  of 
consumption,  the  hearers  made  merry  over  the 
incongruity  of  it  all  and  gave  the  occasion  the 
appearance  of  a  failure.  Instances  of  the 
kind  could  be  multiplied  indefinitely.  But 
unless  there  has  been  some  strongly  predis- 
posing factor  in  the  way  of  the  worth  of  a 
great  work  has  always  been  recognized  by  the 
people  from  the  outset. 

"I  can  treat  operatically  only  such  themes 
as  are  vital,  natural  and  true.  It  would  not 
be  possible,  for  instance,  for  me  to  write 
music  for  fishes  that  sing  and  Valkyries  that 
fly  through  the  air.  I  have  never  seen  such 
things' in  life  and  so  1  should  be  at  a  loss  when 
it  came  to  treating  them.  But  give  men  who 
can  laugh,  men  who  can  weep,  and  I  can 
laugh  and  weep  with  them.  Such  has  always 
been  my  aim.  Art  should  concern  itself 
primarily  with  the  truth.  The  artist  must  not 
tie  himself  down  with  theories.  Wagner,  man 
of  genius  that  he  was,  laid  down  many 
theories  which  he  purported  to  follow,  but  in 
the  last  analysis  never  did.  He  was  unwilling, 
he  averred,  to  write  ensembles,  concerted 
numbers,  duets,  and  he  claimed  tO  have  writ- 
ten 'endless  melody,'  works  in  which  pieces 
were  not  susceptible  of  detachment  and 
separate  performance.  Yet  Wagner  was  con- 
stantly refuting  himself  in  practice.  When  he 
gave  concerts  in  the  days  of  his  struggles  for 
recognition,  what  sort  of  things  did  he  give  out 
of  his  own  works — the  'Ride  of  the  Valkyries,' 
the  'Waldwebcn.'  the  'Siegfried  Funeral 
March,'  the  'Magic  Fire  Mu  All  of  them 

are  numbers  with  a  definite  beginning  .wu\  a 
perfectly  well-defined  ending.  Take  the 
wonderful  last  acl  oi  'Gotterdammerung,' 
which  makes  it  worth  one's  while  to  sil  t hi 
the  first  two,  and  what  haye  you  but  a  string 
oi  detachable  pieces — the  'Khincmaulem-' 
Trio,'  the  'Narrative'  ol  Siegfried,  the  I  w 
March,'  the  finale!  And  even  in  'Parsifal,' 
supposedly  the  broadest  exemplification  ol  his 
cm,  we  find  precisely  the  same  thing.*'

The  conglomeration  61 
races.?  Was  not  England  once  a  mixture  of 
races  possessed  of  characteristic  elements  ap- 
parently irreconcilable  I  Yet  did  not  England 
in  the  course  oi  time  produce  a  Shakespeare 
and  a  Byron? 

"Italian  is  unquestionably  the  mo  I  favor- 
able language  for  singing.  English  is  more  dif- 
ficult than  French  or  German,  but  is  none  the 
less  possible.  The  only  thing  thai  troubles 
me  is  that  people  over  "here  speak  English  so* 
differently  from'  the  way  1  was  taught  to  pro- 
nounce it.  I  cannot  understand  those  "who  try 
to  talk  to  me  in  this  country  and  they,  in  their 
turn,  are  not  able  to  understand  me.  If  1  tell 
ajaxi  driver  I  want  to  go  to  the  Hippodrome 
he  doesn't  seem  to  know  what  I'm  talking 
about.  Then,  when  I  show  him  the  name  in 
writing,  he  says  it  In  a  curious  guttural  way 
(the  composer  gave  an  imitation  of  the  sound 
at  this  juncture)'  If  I  say  I  want  to  go  to  the 
Savoy  Hotel  the  ■  same  thing  happens.

structed  in  the  same  locality — a  large  canal 
from  the  Red  Sea  to  the  Nile  being  known  to 
have  existed  from  jsix  jcenturles  before^  the 
Christian  era  to  the  latter  part  of  the  eighth 
century  after  it,  when  it  finally  became  choked 
up  and  useless.  Napoleon  I.,  when  in  Egypt, 
had  thoughts  of  making  a  great  ship  canal 
across  the  isthmus,  and  from  that  time  various 
schemes  for  accomplishing  this  were  proposed. 
At  last,  about  1854,  M.  Ferdinand  de  Lesseps, 
a  French  engineer,  obtained  from  Said 
Pasha,  Viceroy  of  Egypt,  the  concession  or  ex- 
clusive privilege  of  making  a  ship  canal  from 
Sue?  tp  Tineh  on  the  Mediterranean,  and  after 
his  plans  had  been  weighed  and  debated  for 
years,  he  was  able  to  form  a  company  in  1858 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  them  out.  Half 
the  shares  were  taken  in  pranec,  one-fourth 
in  Egypt,  and  very  few  in  England,  mainly 
owing  to  Lord  Palmerston's  objections  on  poli- 
tical grounds  and  Robert  Stephenson's  on 
engineering  Considerations.  After  many  com- 
promises the  following,  important  conditions 
were  agreed  to :  The  land  on  both  sides  of  the 
canal  is  to  be  retained  by  the  company  for 
ninety-nine  years.  The  quantity  of  this  land  is 
only  to  be  sufficient,  for  the  purposes  of  the 
canal  and  for  the  various  works  at  Port  Said, 
Jsmailia  and  Suez;  none  of  it  is  to  be  sold  to 
other  parties.  All  persons  residing. upon  the 
conceded  land  are  to  be  subject  to  the  same 
local  and  consular  jurisdiction  as  residents  in 
other  parts  of  Egypt.  Some  of  the  privileges 
originally  granted  to  the  company  by  the  Vice- 
roy of  Egypt  were  bought  back  by  him  at  very 
high  prices;  some  others  he  was  unable  to  fulfil, 
and  paid  a  corresponding  compensation  by  re- 
mitting certain  demands  which  he  would  have 
been  otherwise  entitled  to  make.  In  Novem- 
ber, 1875,  the  British  Government  bought  from 
the  Viceroy  his  interest  in  the  canal,  consisting 
of  176,662  shares,  for  $20,000,000. 

The  work  was  begun  on  April  25,  1859, 
and  it  was  estimated  that  the  canal  would  be 
wholly  completed  in  1864  at  a' cost  of  $30,- 
000,000.  It  was  opened  only  on  November 
16,  1869,  and  the  total  cost  was  about  $80,- 
000,000. — The  Americana.

When  Pompey  had  arrived  in     his    own 
country,  but  was  not  yet  come  to-  Rome,  as  it 
was  the  custom  for  returning  heroes  to  re- 
main outside  the  city  until  They"  shoulcTcele- 
brate  their  triumph,  he  called  together  all  his 
soldiers,  and  taking,  an  affectionate , farewell 
of  them,  he  bade  them  disband-  and  each  man 
return  to  his  own  home,  and  there  use  his  time 
as  he  saw  fit,  only  to  hold  himself  in  readi- 
ness to  come  to » Rome  to  participate  in  his 
triumph.     By  this  aft  he  increased  his  popu- 
larity among  the  Romans,  for  most  of  the  re- 
turning commanders  brought  their  armies  with 
them  to  the  city  itself,  for  the  sake  of  the  im- 
pression it  would  create,  and  there  disbanded 
their  men.     And  the  people  had  supposed  that 
Pompey  would  bring  all  his  vast  host  of  fight- 
ing men  with  him  and  enter  the  city     as    9. 
conquering  hero,  making    any    demands    he 
might  choose,  and  with  none,  on  account  of 
his  so  great  strength,  to  say  him  nay.     As  it 
was,  when  it  was  learned  that  he  was  drawing 
nigh,  accompanied     by     only  a  few     of    his 
closest  /riends,.  as  if  he  were  merely  a  private 
citizen  and  not  a  soldier  and  a  hero     at  all, 
their  pleasure  in  Him  knew  no  bounds;  they 
admired  him  more  than  ever  for  his  gracious- 
ness  in  giving  his  soldiers  a  holiday,  and  for 
his  modesty  in  coming  unattended  by  any  mili- 
tary escort.     Thousands,  therefor,  flocked  out 
to  meet  him — women,  children  and  men — and 
the  air  was  rent  with  the  shout  of  their  ac- 
clamations, and  it  \%  safe  to  say  that.no  other 
returned  soldier  ever  had  such  a  happy  escort, 
who  carried  garlands  of  flowers,  and  laurels 
instead  of  weapons,  and  who  sang  and  laughed 
and  danced  upon  their  way. 

Cato  at  that  time  was  one  of  the  tribunes, 
and  perhaps  he  alone  looked  upon  this  return 
of  Pompey   with  mixed   feelings.     Cato  was 
one  of  the  wisest  and  bravest  statesmen  of  his 
time.     He  seems  to  have  been  absolutely  de- 
void of  fear,  and  he  hated  intrigue  and  deceit 
of  all  kinds,  being  no  respector     of  persons 
when  it  came  to  denouncing  those  who  had 
used  unscrupulous  means  to  gain  an  end.  While 
he  admired  Pompey  for  his  great  gifts,  he  felt 
that  in  all  things  his  character  was  not  above 
reproach,  and  that  all  this  adulation  and  flat- 
tery, all  the  good  fortune  he  had  had  in  win- 
ning so   many  battles  was  tending  to  under- 
mine those  noble  principles  which  had  so  dis- 
tinguished Pompey  in   the  earlier  years  of  his 
life.     So,  when  the  famous  commander,  hear- 
ing that   Cato   had    two   nieces,     desired      to 
marry  one  of  them  and  give  the  other  to  his 
son,    now   grown   to   young  manhood,    Cato, 
learning  of  his  wish,  smiled   to   himself,   quite 
well   understand ing   the   reason   back     of  the 
proposal.     The  women  of  his  household  were 
very  much  pleased  with   Pompey's  offer,  for 
Pompey  was  now  styled  "the  great"  by  com- 
mon consent,   and  honored  as  none  had  ever 
been  honored  before,  so  that   to  be  his  wife 
was  considered  a  £<>"d  fortune  to  be  greatly 
coveted.

Charles  gave  great  attention  to  education, 
and  in  1348  founded  the  University  of  Prague, 
the  first  institution,  of  the  kind  in  oermany. 
The  Hapsburgs,  seventeen  years  later,  followed 
his- example  of  establishing  a  university  at 
Vienna.— l»-44S^4he-UnwersUy-of-Heidelberg 
was  inaugurated  and  similar  institutions  were 
promptly  set  up  at  Cologne  and  Erfurt.  So 
great  was  the  desire  for  learning  that  in  a  short 
time  after  the  University  of  Prague  was 
founded,  no  less  than  7,000  students  were  in 
attendance.  While  the  sciences,  medicine  and 
jurisprudence  were  favorite  subjects  of  study 
at  these  seats  of  learning,  it  was  theology 
which  gained  the  greatest  attention.  The 
period  was  one  of  religious  unrest,     and;  the 

•  general  tone  of  the  universities  was  one  of 
hostility  to  the  Church.  Nor  was  this  confined 
to  Germany,  for  the  University  of  Paris  and 

•  that  of  Oxford  were  very  outspoken  in  their 
hostility  to  the  See  of  Rome.     More    than  a 

;  century  was  to  elapse  before  Martin  Luther 
engaged  in  his  great  work  which  revolutionized 
the  religious:  life .  of  Germany,  but  it  was  at 
these  universities  in  the  closing  part  of  the 
fourteenth  century  ijiat  the  ground  was  pre- 
pared for  him,  The  tendency  of  the  times  was 
the  cause  of  great  alarm  in  ecclesiastical 
Circles,  and  efforts  were  put  forth  under  papal 
sanction  which  led  to  the  universities  being 
filled  with  adherents  of  Rome.  In  this  way 
the  movement  in  the  direction  of  a  reformation 
was  temporarily  checked.  * 

Another  potent  agency  in  bringing  about 
a  change  in  conditions  generally  was  the  inven- 
tion, or  perhaps,  more  correctly  speaking,  the 
utilization  of  gunpowder.     German  historians 
claim  that  this  compound  was    discovered     in 
1354  by  Berthold  Schwarz  by  chance,  and  that 
he  was  killed  by  the    explosion.       In  136' 
powder  mill  was  set  up  at  Lubeck  and  a  cannon 
foundry  was  established  at  Augsberg  in  1372. 
Fifteen  years  later,  cannon  balls  were     made, 
stone  being  used  as  missiles  up  to  that  time.

form  in  which  force  expresses  itself.    The  elec- 
tron may  be  the  final  form  to  which  all  matter 
is  reducible,  and  beyond  it  physical  science  can 
never  hope  to  go.     If  this  theory  is  admitted, 
the  inference  from  it  is  that  all  matter  is  identi- 
cal in  its  prima!  form,  and   that   the  only  dif- 
ference between,  say,  a  piece  of  goid  and  the 
air  we  breathe  consists  in  the  manner  in  which 
the  atoms  are  grouped.     While  this  is  at  pres- 
ent one  of  nature's  apparently  insoluble  riddles, 
it  is  one  that  may  be  solved   by  experiment. 
The  alchemists  taught  that  all  metals  could  be 
converted  into  other  metals.     Hence  the  search 
for  the  philosopher's  stone,  whereby  all  things 
could  be  converted  into  gold.     For  a  long  time 
chemists  held  this  to  be  a  delusion,  but  of  late 
years  Its  possibility  has  been  seriously  consid- 
ered.     It    is    within   the   contemplation    of   in- 
vestiiMtop.    that   the  transmutation   of    metals 
may  be  achieved,  and,  if  so,  a  very  long  step 
will         have         been         taken         that         all 
matter     is     essentially      the     same.        This 
would  be  a  case  of  physical  proof,  not  merely 
theoretical,  but  it  would  clear  the  way  to  a  de- 
cision of  a  question,,  already  receiving  atten- 
tion, namely,  that  matter  and  force  are,  in  the 
last  analysis,  the  same.    .

nature  have  we  here?  If  the  piece  to  which 
the  needle  adheres  is  placed  a  little  way  from 
^another-needie,  the  latter  will  move  teIiMfit!t«. 
What  is  it  that  day  after  day  and  year  af|er 
year  goes  out  from  one  of  the  pieces  of  steel 
and  yet  does  hot  go  out  of  the  other?  Where 
is  it  stored  ?  Where  does  it  go  to  ?  Everyone 
knows  of  the  Mariner's  Compass.  Whence 
comes  the  mysterious  force,  which  causes  it  to  . 
point  in  the  same  direction  always?  Is  there  an 
actual  force  coursing  around  and  through  the 
globe?  Does  It  remain  in  this  globe  or  does 
it  go  out  into  space?  and,  if  it  does  go  out. 
where  does  it  go  to?  These  questions  are  all 
aspects  of  the  insoluble  riddle:  What  is 
magnetism  ? 

A  great  deal  is  known  about  the  manner  in 
which  magnetism  acts,  but  as  to  what  it  3s,  we 
are  as  ignorant  as  were  the  people,  who  ob- 
served the  effects  of  the  lodestone  two  thou- 
sand years  and  more  ago.     Professor  Shearer, 
of  Cornell  University,  ventures  to  think  that  it 
may  be  possible  to  learn  the  nature  of  what  he 
calls  "the  invisible  and  all-pervading  agency," 
but  he' says  no  one,  no  matter  how  well  in- 
formed he  may  be  in  regard  to  it,  will  think  for 
a  moment  of  maintaining  that  the  end  of  our 
knowledge  of  magnetism  is  anywhere  near  at 
hand.     Magnetism  affects  iron,  .nickel  and  co- 
balt about  equally;  it  affects  other  substances 
slightly;  it  practically  has  no  effect  at  all  upon 
copper,  lead  or  wood.    It  passes  through  sub- 
stances without  affecting  them  in  the  slightest 
degree.     It  is  not  a  very  powerful  force;  that 
is,  its  effect  can  be  very  easily  counteracted.    It 
may  remain  dormant  in  some  substances,  as  in 
amber  tfr  common  red  sealing-wax*,   both  of 
which   substances   become    magnetic   by  rub- 
bing.    It  bears  some  relation,  but  wo  one  is 
quite  sure  what,  to  electricity. 

Electricity  presents  a  riddle  that  has  not 
yet  been  solved.    The  latest  theory  of  investi- 
gators is  that  it  is  the  foundation  of  all  matter. 
This  theory  is  yet  in  a  tentative  stage,  and  al- 
though much  that  appears  in  print  about  it  is 
expressed  with  a  greai  deal  of  certainty,  it  can 
as  yet  hardly  have  been  said  to  have  passed  out 
6f  the  domain  of  mere  supposition.     Hiiefly  the 
theorv  is  that  what  are  know  n  as  atoms  are  not 
indivisible.      Until    recently    it    had    been    sup- 
that  the  ultimate  composition  oi  matter 
consisted  of  exceedingly  minute  particles  known 
as  atoms;  but  of  late  the  tendency  of  investi- 
gators into  this  field  of  research  is  to  think  that 
'  atoms  may  be  further  subdivided  into  what  are 
called  "electrons."    Perhaps  it  may  be  oi  some 
assistance  to  those  who  read  articles  on  scien- 
tific  subjects  to  give  a   few  definitions  in  this 
place.     The  smallest   measurable     mass     into 
which   matter   may   be   subdivided   is  called   a 

"molecule."  Molecules  are  supposed  to  be 
ntade  up  oi  "atoms,"  thai  Is  of  sub-microscopic 
particles  separated  from  each  other  by  in- 
finitesimal  distances.

Perhaps  there  Is  no  isolated,  incident  /re- 
lated in  the  New  testament  that  has  tjeen 
more  discussed;  than  that  of  the  rich  young 
man,  who  came  to  Jesus  asking     how     he 
might  have  eternal  life.     As  told     by    -the 
Evangelists  St.  Matthew  and  St.  Mark,  it  ap- 
pears that  when  this  attractive  young  fenow 
propounded  his  question,  Jesus  told  him  to 
keep  the  Commandments.     The  young  man 
ask^cV^hieh-^^hen^ye^er-meanty-and  Jesus 
replied  by  referring  to  several  of  those  in  the 
Decalogue,  adding,  according  to  St.  Matthew, 
"Thou  -shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as. thyself,"  and 
according  to  St.  Mark,  "Defraud  not."     The 
young  man  said   he  had   always  kept   these, 
and  Jesus  then  said  he  lacked  one  thing  and 
told  him  to  sell  what  he  had  and  give  it  to  the 
poor.     Thereupon  the  young  man  went  away 
sorrowful.     There -are  several     very     slight 
discrepancies  between  the  two  accounts  given 
by  the  Evangelists,  sufficient  to  render  value- 
less any  argument     from     the     niceties     of 
language,   but  not  in  the  least  affecting  the 
principle  involved.     After  the  young  man  had 
gone  away,  Jesus  spoke  to  His  Disciples  of 
the  difficulties  which  a  rich  man  has  in  at- 
taining the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Some  of  the  speculation  surrounding  this 
•  story  has  been  as  to  the  fate  of  the  young 
man.     This  is  quite     immaterial     and     it    is 
wholly  •gratuitous  to  assume  that  his  life  was 
a  failure.     We  know  nothing  whatever  about 
him  than  what  is  told,  and  so  he  may.be  dis- 
missed from  consideration  so  far  as  his  future 
is  concerned.     The  only  real  point  arising  out 
of 'the  story  is  that  mere  compliance  with  the 
rules  of  conduct  established   for     the     well- 
being  of  society  is  not  sufficient  to     ensure 
perfect   spiritual   development.      St.    Matthew 
says  that  Jesus  said  to  the  young  man  "If  thou 
wilt  be  perfect;"  St.  Mark  has  it,  "One  thing 
thou  lackest."     The  idea  is  just  the     same, 
though  the  words  are  different.     The  thought 
is  that  mere  negative  morality  is  not  the  best 
of  which   we  are  capable.     St.   Mark   relates 
another  incident,  that  of  the  Scribe,  who  asked 
Jesus  which  was  the  greatest  commandment. 
Jesus  answered,  to  love  God  and  one's  neighbor 
as   one's  self,    and   so   appreciative   was  the 
answer  made  by  the  Scribe  to  this  that  Jesus 
said   to   him:-  "Thou  art  not   far    from     the 
Kingdom  of  God."     If  we  read     these     two 
stories  together  we  will  get  a  very  clear  idea 
of  what  Jesus  meant  when   He  spoke  of  the 
Kingdom   of  God.     We  will  realize  that  He 
meant    a    manner  and    condition    of    life,   not 
something  to  be  attained  to  after  death,  and 
this  brings  us  to  what  seems  to  be  the  true 
meaning  "of  the  story  of  the  rich  young  man, 
namely,    that   it   is   perfection    of   the    present 
life  at   which  we  should  aim,   not   possible  in- 
effable glory  and  happiness  in  another  life. 

The  story  of  the  rich  young  man  does  not 
teach  that  rich  men  will  have  as  hard  a  time 
ting  into  Heaven  as  a  camel  Would  have  to 
get    through    the   eye  of   a   needle,    but      that 
riches  may  prove  an  obstacle  to  the  full  de- 
velopment of  spiritual  life  here,  and  when  you' 
take  this   view    ol    the    case   it.   appears      very 
reasonable.     11  Is  easily  possible  to  so  employ 
wealth   that   it   will  contribute  to  spiritual  ad- 
vancement,   and    perhaps   moie    people  use   it 
in  that  way  than  most  of  us  think.     The  more 
Closely  one  studies  the  teachings  of  Jesus,  the 
more  clearly  it  appears  that  He  sought  to  give 
men  rules  to  live  by  rather  than   rules  to  die 
by.      |;    |     ,1    later  interpretation   of   what    He 
laughi   thai   He  was  only  urging  a  preparation 
for  a  life  in  another  world.     When  the  early 
Christians    were      persecuted      they      derived 
strength  and  comfort  from  the  thought  that, 
it    they   -uttered  in  this  life,  they  would   have 
jnv  in"  another.

Mr.  J.  E.  Murphy,  associate  member  of 
the  American  Society  of  Engineers,  discusses 
in  a  recent  issue  of  Popular  Mechanics  the 
possibility  of  boring  a  hole  to  the  centre  of 
the  earth,  and  in  the  course  of  his  article  makes 
Some  startling  statements.  Many  of  the  dreams 
of  modern  science  have  come  true,  the  writer 
remarks,  and  the  world  has  become  accustomed 
to  marvels  in  the  way  of  scientific  accomplish- 
ment, but  the  most  daring  dream  of  all — the 
sinking  of  a  shaft  to  the  earth's  centre- — con- 
templates a  thing  so  stupendous  as  to  make 
all  past  achievements  seem  insignificant. 

This,  continues  the  writer,  has  been  prov 
posed  in  a  vague  way  several  rimes  in  the  last 
half -century,  but  Camille  Flammarion,  the 
French  scientist  and  author,  has  recently  out- 
lined  a  plan  for  setting, the,  standing  armies  of  '^L. 


Europe  at  work  digging  such  a  shaft,  the  pur- 
pose being  "to  tap  the  .inexhaustible  sources 
of  heat  and  power"  stored  beneath  the  sur- 
face of  the  earth. 

In  the  present  state  of  engineering  science 
an  attempt  to  harness  these  Herculean  forces 
would  result  hi  the  immediate  destruc- 
tion of  the  apparatus  used,  declares 
Mr.  Murphy.  But  no  man  can  say 
what  advances  will  be  made  in  that  science 
in  a  single  generation,  or  what  agencies  may 
be  discovered  for  neutralizing  the  effect  of  the 
high  temperatures  which  are  believed  to  exist 
in  the  core  of  the  earth.  In  fact,  it  is  more 
than  possible  that  within  200  years,  or  even 
half  that  time,  a  trip  to  the  centre  of  the  earth 
may  be  simply  a  matter  of  time  cards  and 
train  rules,  with  no  more  danger  than  now  ex- 
ists in   surface   transportation. 

Engineering^  science  is  capable  of  digging 
such  a  shaft,  if  provided  with  the  means  for 
neutralizing  or  controlling  the  internal  heat 
of  the  earth. 

After  considering  what  the  project  would 
mean  in  an  engineering  way,  the  author  con- 
cludes: '.'With  the  shaft  completed  and  the 
railway  in  operation,  it  is  not  difficult  to 
imagine,  in  a  general  way,  what  a  trip  to  the 
centre  of  the  earth  would  be  like.  From  the 
start,  night  and  day,  as  in  the  polar  regions, 
would  lose  their  meaning,  unless  these  natural 
divisions  of  time  were  produced  artificially 
in  the  lighting  of  the  cars.  Passengers  would 
gradually  become  aware  of  a  strange  light- 
ness, which  would  grow  more  pronounced  as 
greater  depths  were  reached,  until,  at  some 
point,  probably  2,000  miles  below  the  sur- 
face, the  metallic  suits  would  be  brought  into 
use. 

"Subterranean  wonders  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  guess  the  nature  of  would  supply  the 
'sight-seeing'  feature  of  the  journey.  At  the 
centre  of  the  earth,  swimming  in  the  air,  with 
the  aid  of  mechanical  accessories,  would  be 
the  natural  mode  of  locomotion,  while,  if  one 
preferred  to  walk  in  normal  fashion,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  seek  an  electrically  charged 
surface.  It  is  not  likely  that  one  would  care 
to  make  an  extended  slay  in  this  strange 
region.  After  a  few  days,  or  a  few  weeks,  at 
most,  one  would  be  ready  to  begin  the  4,000- 
mile  journey  back  to  the  sun  and  sky."  ' 
♦ 

FIRST    BANK    IN    ENGLAND 


The  first  modern  bank  in  England  was  es- 
tablished  in   London   about   1663    by   Francis 
Child,   who  died   two  centuries  ago,   October 
4,    1713.      In  ancient     Greece,      Rome     and 
Babylon  there  were  banks  similar  to  present 
day  institutions.    .Banking  reappeared  first  in 
Italy   upon   the   revival    of     civilization,      the 
Lombard  Jews  establishing     banks     in     that 
country  as  early  as  the  ninth  century.       The 
business  of  banking  spread     from     Florence 
over  Italy  and  to  France  and  Holland.     The 
mint  in  the  Tower  of  London  was  the     de- 
pository  for   the  cash    of   London   merchants 
until  Charles  1.  seized  the  money  as  a  loan. 
The  traders  then  began  to  lodge  their  money 
with  the     goldsmiths     in     Lombard     Street 
Francis  Child  was  one  of  those,  and  he  found 
the  business  so  profitable  that  he  determined 
to  devote  his  entire  time  to     banking.       He 
visited  Holland,  where  several  banks  had  been 
established  for  some  time,  and    studied     the 
methods  in  vogue  there,  applying  them  to  Ws 
own  transactions.     Within  a  few  years  he  had 
many     competitors,     and     Lombard     Street 
abounded  in  banks.    The  first  run  on  the  ton* 
don  bankers  occurred  in  1667.     The  Bank  of 
England  was  founded  in  1694.

This  seems  to  me  to  contain  the  whole 
philosophy  o(  a  rational  conservatism.  Your 
tree  will  "hardly  survive  if,  when  it  IS  deeply 
rooted,  you  attempt  to  tran'splanl  it  to  new 
surroundings,  nor  will  it  flourish  ii  you  do  not 
give  ii  room  for  its  natural  change  "and  growth; 
and  political  institutions  obey  a  like  .  law. 
Every  now  and  then,  in  gardens  as  in  States, 
there  is  room  tor  a  little  judicious  radicalism. 
Some  plant  hopelessly  outgrows  the  situation 
we  planned  for  it;  another,  after  flourishing 
in  its  youth,  will  become  ragged  and  unsightly, 
and  there  is  nothing  for  it  but  to  harden  our 
hearts  and  decree  its  destruction.  But  the 
garden  that  is  possessed  by  one  of  those  rest- 
less spirits  that  can  never  be  content  unless 
they  can  reshape  everythipg  to  suit  the  last 
fashion,  will  be  an  uninteresting,  bare  kind  of 
garden.  It  may  have  bright  flowers  in  formal 
beds,  but  it  will  not  have  those  delightful 
shady  nooks  and  variety  of.  vegetation  which 
go  to.  make  up  the  individuality  of  a  garden. 
An  old  garden  always  appeals  to  the  real 
garden  lover.  It  bears  the  impress  of  dif- 
ferent generations  of  men,  and  takes,  some- 


thing: from  the  spirit  of  everyone  wbo  nas 

tended  it. 

$ow  if  we  are  to  garden  in  the  temper  of 
Ictus    cdr^flrvatismr-wiM€iv---conimended- 


itself  to  my  friend  the  gardener,  we  shall  try 
and  understand  the  garden  we  are  dealing  with, 
and  humor  its  idiosyncracies.  Much  time,  and 
trouble,  and  money;  are  spent  in  trying  to 
persuade. a  garden  to  grow  what  it  doesn't 
want  to,  when  probably  there  are  quite  equally 
beautiful  things  which  it  would  only  be  too 
pleased  to  show  off  to  the  best  advantage  if 
we  would  let  it.  A  friend  of  mine  has  a  gar- 
den in  a  chalk  soil,  but  he  is  determined  to 
grow  rhododendrons.  So  he  digs  out  deep 
beds  and  fetches  peat  from  a  distance,  and 
gets  them  to  live.  But  they  never  seem  happy, 
and  have  a  stunted,  constrained  kind  of  ap- 
pearance. They  are  not  at  home,  and  make 
you  feel  it  when  you  look  at  them.  • 

But  besides  those  plants  which  have  such 
a  decided  dislike  to  certain  kinds  of  soil,  as 
the  azalea  family  have  to  lime,  it  will  be  found 
in  every  garden  that  there  are  some  things 
which  don't  behave  as  the  books  say  they  ought 
to.  There  are  generally  two  or  three  flowers 
which  grow  like  weeds  in  a  garden.  They 
sow  themselves  wherever  a  space  has  been  left 
bare,  and  you  find  them  qomimj  up  in  the  most 
unexpected  places.  On  the  other  hand,  there 
are  plants  which  will  not  grow,  although  by 
all  the  rules  they  ought  to.  By  watching,  you 
discover  which  corner  of  the  garden  certain 
things  prefer,  and  it  is  the  wisest  plan  to  let 
them  have  a  say  in  the  matter,  and  when  they 
indicate  their  tastes  very  obviously,  try  and 
accommodate  them  if  it  is  possible. 

But  it  is  necessary  to  try  one's  own  ex- 
periments. I  have  known  two  cypresses 
(ericoides)  which  wfere  advertised  to  grow  by 
the  water's  edge,  planted  one  on  top  of  a  high 
bank  and  the  other  in  a  damp  place  at  the 
bottom;  and  the  one  at  the'  top  lived  and 
flourished,  whereas  its  brother  at  the  bottom 
sickened  and  died. 

The  first  plant  of  buddlya  variabilis  1 
ever  had,  came  with  a  recommendation  from 
the  nurseryman  that  it  should  be  protected  in 
the  Winter.  1  believe  in  its  native  home, 
which  is  somewhere  in  Central  Asia,  it  has  to 
endure  a  far  moie  trying  Winter  than  any- 
thing it  is  subject  to  here,  and  it  certainly  has 
never  shown  any  disposition  to  resent  frosf, 
so  I  think  it  was  libelled  by  the  vendor.  If 
you  think  that  any  particular  shrub  is  the  one 
to  fill  a  space  in  your  garden,  I  believe  that 
the  right  course  to  gel  a  specimen,  and  t 
it,  hut  if  il  doesn't  do,  to  move  it,  and  try  the 
next  best.     The  be  in  gardening  is 

to  buy  plants  without  knowing  where  you  are 
going  to  put  them.  Nov  the  really  wise  man 
(or  woman)  goes  to  his  garden  before  he 
goes  to  the  flower  show,  and  makes  tip  his 
mind  that  such  and  such  colored  plants  are 
wanted,  and  When  he  gets  to  the  show  looks 
out  for  them,  whereas  What  most  of  us  do  is 
to  buy  several  things  because  we  like  the  look 
of  them,  and  then  spend  many  anxious  days 
in  trying  to  find  a  place  Where  they  would  look 
well  and    grofl     .ell. 

The    aim    oi  iservatlve   gardener 

should  be,  above  all,  In  make  a  place  of  peace. 
Trees  and  shrubs  should  look  as  if  they  were 
-rowing   naturally,  and  the  DO  ihottld   be

under  glass.'  Successive  sowings  may  be  made 
4iU-the-  latter ipart-4>f^A{tfUT~-^ow  the-  seeds-uil 
pans  or  pots  of  light,  rich,  finely  made  soil, 
and  place  in  a  moderate  heat.  "Soon  as  the 
young  plants  are  large  enough  to  handle,  they 
should  be  potted  off  singly  into  small  pots  or 
pricked  out  into  larger  pots  or  pans  to 
strengthen.  To  prevent  the  plants  drawing 
up  too  much,  keep  as  close  as  convenient  to 
the  glass,  give  plenty  of  air  on-  fine,  warm 
days,  and  if  the  leading  flower  buds  are  pinch- 
ed out  as  they  make  their  appearance,  a  more 
bushy  and  vigorous  growth  will  follow.  Plant- 
ing out  should  not  take  place  till  all  danger 
from  May  frosts  is  over.  An  open  sunny  po- 
sition with  fairly  rich  soil  should  be  chosen, 
and  the  plants  should  not  be  less  than  a  foot 
apart.  Liquid  manure  given  cgice  or  twice  a 
week  before  the  plants  come  into  flower  will 
assist  in  the  development  of  -some  fine  blooms.

HALF-HARDY  ANNUALS 

The  great  majority  of  half-hard)  annuals 
require  a  long  period  ot  grow  th  to  develop  the 
fine  plants  and  blooms  for  which  they  are 
to  much  esteemed,  and  sowing  should  there- 
fore commence  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the 
second  week  in  February,  and  be  continued  to 
the  end  of  March.  01  the  middle  of  April. 
There  are,  however,  some  slight  exceptions  to 
this  rule,  as  for  instance,  in  the  case  of  Zinnias 
and  Marigolds,  which  should  not  be  sown  be- 
fore the  middle  of  March,  and  Ten-wee!; 
Stocks,  which  may  be  sown  as  early  as  the 
middle  of  January,  or  early  in  February,  and 
indeed  treated  thus  will  produce  much  finer 
blooms  than  those  sown  in  March  or  April. 
The  finest  Asters  are  produced  from  seeds 
sown  the  first  and  second  weeks  in  April,  and 
which  should  not,  as  a  rule,  be  sown  earlier. 
The  beautiful  Scarlet  Flax  (Linum  grandi- 
fiorum  rubrum)-  succeeds  best  treated  as  a 
hardy  annual  and  sown  in  April. 

The  most  useful  soil  for  raising  plants  from 
seeds  under  glass,  is  composed  of  about  equal 
parts  of  good  rich  loam,  leaf-mould,  and  well- 
decayed  manure  from  an  old  hot-bed,  thor- 
oughly incorporated  with  a  sufficiency  of 
coarse  sand  to  render  the  whole  fairly  porous. 
In  filling  pots,  pans,  etc.,  with  soil,  it  is  of  the 
first  importance,  after  providing  ample  drain- 
age, that  the  soil  should  be  pressed  down  firm- 
ly before  sowing  the  seeds;  this  will  secure  a 
more  even  moisture  and  greater  certainty  of 
germination  than  can  be  had  by  sowing  on  a 
loose   and   porous   suface.      Sow   the   seeds

LILIES  FOR  SPRING  PLANTING 

growing   lilies    in  pots  a   compost   of 


about  equal  parts  of  sandy  loam,  leaf-mould 
and  peat  is  perhaps  the  best.  Fine  lilies  may, 
however,  be  grown  in  almost  any  good  light 
and  rich  soil,  especially  those  of  the  Auratum 
type.  For  single  specimens  use  pots  of  about 
six  inches  diameter.  These  will  be  found  very 
useful  for  house  decoration,  but  pots  of  eight 
or  ten  inches  diameter,  with  five  or  six  bulbs 
in  each,  form  grand  objects  for  the  conserva- 
tory when  in  bloom.  Pot  firmly,  any  time 
during  Spring,  with  the  bulbs  about  two  inches 
below  the  surface,  and  plunge  the  pots  with 
their  rims  about  six  inches  deep  in  some  light 
material  such  as  ashes  or  cocoanut  fibre,  in 
some  sheltered  position  out,  of  doors.  When 
the  stems  have  pushed  their  way  well  through 
the  plunging  material,  they  may  be  lifted  and 
removed  to  a  cool  pit  or  frame  till  the  flower- 
buds  are  developed,  when  they  may  be  re- 
moved to  the  greenhouse  "or  conservatory. 


TUBEROUS-ROOTED   BEGONIAS 

Cultivation — For  bedding  out,  the  tubers 
of  Begonias  should  be  started  into  growth  in 
March  or  early  in  April.  This  may  be  easily 
done  by  planting  the  tubers,  with  a  slight  cov- 
ering of  soil,  about  three  inches  apart  in  pans 
or  boxes  of  light  rich  mould  and  placing  in  a 
gentle  heat.  Keep  fairly  moist,  and  when  the 
plants  commence  growth,  give  air  on  fine 
warm  da\  Early  in  May  they  should  be 
transferred  to  a  cool  pit  or  frame  to  harden 
off,  keeping  them  as  near  as  convenient  to  the 
glass,  and  giving  an  abundance  of  air  during 
the  day.  Pof  planting  out,  select  a  fairly  open 
situation.  Break  up  the  ground  to  a  good 
depth,  adding  some  well-decayed  manure,  and 
make  the  soil  firm  and  level  before  inserting 
the  plants.  Generally  speaking,  planting  out 
should  not  take  place  before  the  latter  part  of 
May  or  early  in  June,  when  all  danger  from 
frost  is  OYBr,  and  the  plants  should  not  be  less 
than  nine  inches  apart.  In  dry  seasons  they 
should  have  frequent  watering  ,  and  if  the 
space  between  the  plants  is  covered  with  cocoa- 
nut  refuse  or  some  similar  light  material,  the' 
soil  will  be  kept  in  a  better  state  of  moisture 
and  the  plants  will  produce  a  profusion  ot 
handsome  flowers.  The  .single-flowered  va- 
rieties are  especially  recommended  fur  bedding 
out. 

Cultivation  in  Pots — The  best  soil  for 
growing  Begonias  in  pots  is  a  good  compost  of 
turfy  loam,  leal-mould  and  some  Coarse  sand. 
Pot  the  tubers,  any  size,  as  early  as  conveni- 
ent in  Spring,  in  rather  small  pots  with  good 
drainage,  and  place  in  a  warm  greenhouse. 
Keep  fairly  moist,  and  take  care  that  the  heat 
nwi  too  forcing  As  growth  advances,  keep 
near  the  glass,  and  give  plenty  of  air  on  warm 
dajte.  Shift  into  larger  pot-  as  the  plants  re- 
quire, and  give  them  a  watering  with  liquid 
manure  about  twice  a  week.  When  blooming 
is  over  in  Autumn,  the  tubers  should  be  grad- 
ually dried  off,  and  when  quite  dormant,  they 
Should  be  placed  in  dry  soil,  and  put  in  anv 
dry  cellar  or  place  out  ol  the  reach  of  frost 
Ii!)  again  wanted  for  starting. 


PENTSTEMONS 

A  very  beautiful  class  01  Summer  and  Aut- 
umn-blcoming  plants  that  should  be  exten- 
sively grown.     They  form  neat-growing  hushe-i 


and  throw  up  graceful  spikes  ity  to  2y2  feet 
.  high,  covered  with  large,  handsome  Glox- 
-inia»like-  flowers,  and  when  planted  in  beds  or 
masses  have  a  grand  effect.  They  include  al- 
most every  shade  of  color,  from  the  purest 
white  'to  the  deepest  crimson,  shades  of  rose, 
scarlet,  purple,  etc.,  are  easily  grown  in  any 
garden  border,  and  are  best  planted  out  in 
April  or  May.  By  pinching  out  the  leading 
shoots  after  blooming  in  Summer,  the  plants 
will  start  into  fresh  growth  and  furnish  a 
beautiful  display  of  flowers  quite  into  the  Aut- 
umn. For  the  general  adornment  of  the  gar- 
den, or  for  cut  flowers,  these  cannot  be  too 
highly  recommended. 


CLEMATISES 

These  magnificent  hardy  climbers  are 
highly  popular  among  amateur  growers,  and 
considering  their  great  beauty,  freedom  of 
blooming,  and  the  facility  with  which  they  may 
be  trained  on  any  kind  of  wall,  trellis,  veranda 
or  pillar,  and  in  almost  any  aspect,  it  is  sur- 
prising that  Clematises  are  not  found  in  abund- 
ance in  every  garden.  The  sorts  blooming  after 
June  are  the  best  for  bedding  purposes;  they 
flower  on  the  young  wood,  and  therefore  re- 
quire before  growth  commences  in  Spring  to 
be  cut  down  to  within  six  or  twelve  inches  of 
the  ground,  as  likewise  do  all  the  late-flowering 
kinds;  and  early  sorts,  flowering  from  May 
to  July  on  the  old  wood,  should  be  .pruned 
similarly  to  Roses. 


VERBENAS 

.Sow  in  February  or  March  in  pans  or  trays 
of  light,  rich  mould,  and  place  in  a  gentle  heat. 
As  soon  as  the  young  plants  have  made  three 
or  four  leaves. pot  them  off  singly  into  small 
pots,  keep  close  till  established,  when  they 
should  be  placed  near  the  glass  and  have 
plenty  o\  air.  gradually  harden  off  and  plant 
out  in  May  where  intended  to  flower.  Seed- 
ling verbenas  are  almost  invariably  very  rigor- 
ous in  growth,  and  if  raised  from  a  good 
strain  of  seed  will  produce  some  charming 
flowers. 


GLADIOLI 

Hybrids  pf  Gandavensis — These -beautiful 
flowers  are  fast  increasing  in  popularity,  and 
as  decorative  plants  for  the  open  garden  should 
certainly  be  placed  in  the  front  rank.  They 
succeed  well  in  almost  any  soil  or  situation, 
and  planted  in  association  with  Dwarf  or 
Standard  Roses,  with  hardy  herbaceous  plants, 
or  on  the  shrubbery  border,  they  have  a  very 
fine  appearance.  They  also  do  well  as  pot 
plants,  and  are  capitally  suited  for  growing  in 
outside  window  boxes.  Plant  the  corms  or 
roots  firmly,  three  or  four  inches  deep  and 
eight  or  nine  inches  apart,  in  clumps  of  three, 
five  or  more,  as  required,  and  put  a  neat  stake 
to  each  when  the  flower  buds  make  their  ap- 
pearance. March  is  the  best  month  to  plant 
for  blooming  in  July  and  August,  and  by  a 
few  successive  plantings  in  April  and  the  early 
part  of  May,  a  succession  of  handsome  flowers 
may  be  had  to  the  end  of  September.  Gladioli 
are  of  especial  value  as  cut  flowers  for  decora- 
tive purposes.  If  the  flower  spikes  are  cut  and 
placed  in  water  just  as  the  blooms  are  begin- 
ning to  expand,  they  will  all  open  in  succession 
to  the  topmost  bud,  and  will  retain  their  beauty 
for  a  longer  time  than  if  remaining  on  the 
plant. 

New  Giant-Flowered  Hybrid  Gladioli — An 
Important  and  valuable  floral  introduction. 
The  flowers  of  this  splendid  class  are  of  great 
substance  and  gigantic  size.  The  form  of  both 
the  flower  and  spike  is  perfection  itself,  and 
they  last  a  long  time  in  bloom  before  fading, 
owing  to  their  great  substance  and  vigor;  but 
the  most  striking  feature  is  their  coloring.  Or- 
chids cannot  surpass  them  in  varied  and  deli- 
cate shades,  markings  and  blendings.  Every 
color  known  among  Gladiolus  is  represented, 
and  many  never  before  seen,  particularly  blues, 
smoky  greys  and  purple  blacks,  all  having 
beautifully  mottled  and  spotted  throats  made 
up  of  white,  crimson,  pink,  yellow,  etc.,  and 
in  this  peculiar  network  of  charming  spots  and 
colors  lies  one  of  its  special  points  of  unsur- 
passed beauty.  The  flowers  are  much  more 
beautifully  colored  than  Lemoine's  Hybrids, 
and  much  larger  than  any  Gandayvensis.    Even 


the  beautiful  flowers   of  the  weak   growing 
Nanceianus  cannot  compare    with    the  re* 
beauty,  size  and  coloring  of  thjsJfjftfcjeJasSi. 

Hardy  Hybrid  Gladioli — This  fine  new  race 
of  Hybrid  Gladioli  blooms  somewhat  earlier 
than  the  Gandavensis,  and  are  much  more 
hardy,  so  hardy,  in  fact,"  that  their  bulbs  do 
not  need  to  be  lifted  in  Winter.  The  flowers 
are  very  striking  and  handsome  in  appearance, 
all  having  conspicuous  blotches  on  the  lower 
petals,  whilst  the  colors  are  very  diversified 
and  beautiful.  These  will  be  found  splendid 
alike  for  garden  decoration  or  for  cut  flowers. 

MIMULUS 

Sow  the  seeds  in  March  or  April  on  the 
surface  of  pots  or  pans  of  firmly  pressed,  light 
rich  soil,  cover  very  slightly  with  fine  soil  and 
sand,  sprinkle  gently  with  a  fine  rose  water- 
pot,  and  place  in  a  heat  of  about  sixty  degrees, 
not  more.  A  piece  of  glass  laid  over  the  pot 
or  pan  will  assist  germination  by  ensuring  an 
even  moisture.  When  the  young  plants  come 
up,  keep  near  the  glass  and  give  plenty  of  air, 
and  soon  as  they  can  be  handled  pot  off  singly 
into  small  pots,  or  prick  out  five  or  six  in  a 
five-inch  pot  to  strengthen,  give  plenty  of  air 
and  moisture,  and  plant  out  in  May,  or  shift 
into  larger  -pots  for  continuing  under  glass.  A 
semewhat  moist,1  shady  position  is  the  most 
favorable  for  blooming,  and,  when  planted  out, 
a  North  or  Northwesterly  aspect  will  be  best, 
and  the  plants  should  have  an  abundance  of 
water  in  dry  weather.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  REARING  OF

HARDY   ANNUALS 

The  many  beautiful  varieties  of  hardy  an- 
nuals available  for  the  Summer  decoration  of 
our  gardens  are  worthy  of  a  much  more  exten- 
sive growth,  and  a  better  cultural  treatment 
than  they  usually  receive.  When  well-grown 
they  will  produce  flowers  of  a  size  and  bril- 
liancy that  will  surprise  many  who  see  only  the 
weedy,  starved  representatives  of  this  tine  class. 
Although  hardy  annuals  will  thrive  fairly  in 
almost  any  soil  or  situation,  some  little  pre- 
paration of"  the  ground  before  sowing  is  neces- 
sary to  grow  them  to  perfection;  and  the  first 
consideration  is  to  reduce  the  surface  to  a  fine 
and  even  tilth,  carefully  removing  all  large 
stones  and  clods,  and  if  the  soilbe  poor,  work- 
ing in  a  liberal  quantity  of  well-decayed 
manure. 

For  a  general  display,  perhaps  the  best  time 
for  sowing  is  about  the  middle  of  March,  and 
for  a  later  succession,  April;  but  we  have  seen 
annuals  sown  in  May,  and  even  the  early  part 
of  June  that  have  bloomed  splendidly  in  the 
Autumn  months.  After  sowing,  the  cultiva- 
tion of  hardy  annuals  is  extremely  simple, 
early  and  vigorous  thinning  out  of  the  clumps 
or  patches  being  nearly  all  that  is  necessary 
to  ensure  an  abundance  of  fine  plants,  with 
a  profusion  of  handsome  flowers.  Various 
methods  are  adopted  in  sowing,  but  perhaps 
the  simplest  and  best  plan  for  garden  decora- 
tion is  to  sow  in  shallow  burrows,  in  circles 
of  from  nine  to  twelve  inches  in  diameter,  or 
in  rows  or  drills,  their  distance  apart  to  be 
regulated  according  to  the  height  of  the  plants 
when  fully  grown.  When  this  is  done  in  dry 
weather  an  excellent  plan  is  to  fill  the  fur- 
rows with  water  and  allow  it  to  settle  before 
sowing,  carefully  covering  the  seeds  with  the 
soil  removed  in  the  operation  and  pressing 
down  firmly  with  a  trowel  or  a  flat  piece  of 
wood.  Such  large  seeds  as  Nasturtiums,  Lu- 
pins and  Sweet  Peas  may  be  covered  to  the 
depth  of  an  inch;  Convolvulus,  major  and 
minor,  not  quite  so  deep;  smaller  seeds,  such 
as  Mignonette,  etc.,  require  but  a  slight  cov- 
ering. Hardy  annuals  may  also  be  sown  broad- 
cast in  mixture,  in  beds  or  patches,  in  waste 
places,  shrubberies,  etc,  and  have  a  very  pleas- 
ing effect.  For  early  Spring  decoration  such 
fine  varieties  as  Nemophila  insignis  and  alba, 
Silene  Pendula,  Limnanthes,  Douglas  ii.,  etc., 
may  be  sown  in  a  sheltered  position  in  August 
or  early  in  September,  and  transferred  as  va- 
cancies occur  to  where  they  are  intended  to 
bloom.  Godetias,  also,  in  their  many  beauti- 
ful varieties,  which  are  perfectly  hardy,  bloom 
much  earlier  and  finer  when  sown  in  {he  Au- 
tumn and  transplanted  early  in  Spring. 


thinly,  distributing  as  evenly  as  you  can,  and 
cover  as  lightly  as  possible  wifh  a  sprinkling 
of  fine  soil,  and  after  submitting  them  to  a 
nglirpTesSuTr-from  such  as  the  bottom  of  a 
flower-pot,  give  them  a  careful  watering  and  . 
place  in  a  gentle  heat.  When  the  young  plants 
come  up,  place  them  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
light,  and  give  them  on  all  favorable  occasions 
a  fair  quantity  of  air,  carefully  avoiding,  how- 
ever, their  exposure  .to  the  keen,  drying  east 
winds  so  often  prevalent  in  Spring.  When  the 
plants  have  reached  a  size  at  which  they  can 
be  handled,  the  choicer  varieties  should  be 
carefully  pricked  out  into  pots,  pans,  boxes, 
etc.,  and  placed  in  the  greenhouse  close  to  the 
glass  or  in  frames,  where  on  fine  warm  days 
they  can  have  the  full  benefit  of  air  and  sun. 
This  will  enable  them  to  make  good  sturdy 
plants  with  plenty  of  roots,  that  will  trans- 
plant well,  and  produce  an  abundance  of  hand- 
some flowers. 

The  best  time  for  planting  out  depends  very 
much  on  the  season,  and  this  operation  should 
never  be  hurried  if  the  weather  be  unfavorable, 
or  proper  attention  cannot  be  given.  Where 
heat  is  not  available,  half-hardy  annuals  may 
easily  be  raised  by  sowing  in  April  in  pans 
or  boxes  placed  under  hand-lights,  or  in  a  cool 
frame  close  to  the  glass,  the  only  difference 
being  their  blooming  somewhat  later.  We 
have,  indeed,  seen  a  fine  Autumn  display  of 
half-hardy  annuals  sown  in  May  on  the  open 
border,  and  of  Asters  sown  so  late  as  the  first 
week  in  June.  Lobelias  for  bedding  out  can- 
not be  sown  too  early  in  the  year,  some  giving 
preference  to  those  sown  the  preceding 
Autumn. 

HARDY  PERENNIALS  AND  BIENNIALS 

With  the  exception  of  some  few  sorts, 
which  require  a  somewhat  different  treatment, 
the  greater  part  of  these  are  best  raised  in  the 
months  of  May,  June  and  July,  in  the  manner 
recommended  for  hardy  annuals,  selecting, 
however,  a  somewhat  cool  and  shady  situation 
in  preference  to  one  exposed  to  much  sun. 
Sow  thinly,  and  when  the  plants  are  large 
enough,  prick  out  on  nursery  beds  to 
strengthen,  and  plant  out  early  in  Autumn,  or 
in  favorable  weather  in  February  and  March, 
where  they  are  intended  to  flower.  Early  sow- 
ing is  decidedly  the  best, -as  it  gives  the  plants 
.1  tar  better  opportunity  of  becoming  suffici- 
ently strong  to  resist  severe  frost  in  Winter, 
and  to  bloom  freely  and  finely  in  the  coming 
Spring  and  Summer.  This  is  especially  the 
case  in  reference  to  double  German  Wall- 
flowers and  Brompton  Stocks,  which  should 
not  be  sown  later  than  the  end  of  May.  These 
being  less  hardy  than  most  classed  as  such, 
should  have  the  benefit  of  a  more  sheltered 
spot  when  finally  planted  out,  which  ought  to 
be  done,  if  possible,  in  July.  Sweet  Williams, 
unless  sown  early,  will  not  all  bloom  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

GREENHOUSE  OR  TENDER  ANNUALS 

The  many  fine  varieties  of  such  valuable 
plants  as  Balsams,  Thunbergias,  Amaran- 
thuses,  Celosias,  Ipomoeas,  Cockscombs,  etc. 
are  richly  deserving  of  cultivation  wherever 
facilities  exist  for  growing  them.  Their  treat- 
ment in  the' young  state  closely  resembles  that 
of  half-hardy  annuals,  a  good  light  and  rich 
soil  with  a  liberal  proportion  of  sharp  sand 
being  nearly  all  that  is  required  to  grow  them 
to  perfection.  The  chief  difference  in  their 
culture,  however,  consists  in  their  being  sown 
somewhat  earlier  and  on  a  stronger  heat,  also 
in  pricking  out  the  young  plants  as  early  as 
possible,  singly  into  small  pots;  and  as  these 
fill  with  roots,  shifting  into  larger  ones,  till 
they  are  transferred  to  the  size  in  which  it  is 
intended  to  bloom  them.  The  growth  of 
plants  is  very  much  assisted  by 
watering  with  weak  liquid  manure, 
should  be  discontinued  when 
making  its  appearance,  and  te| 
water  only  should  be  used  i«i 
although  classed  as  "tender/* 
out  in.  June,  in  sheltered

(IS  MAJESTY  THE  KING  honored 
Magdalen  by  selecting  it  a*  the  col- 
lege where  his  son  the  Prince  of 
Wales  should  receive  his  univer- 
sity education.     King  Edward  VI 1. 
was  a  student  of  Christ  Church,  and  resided  at 
Frewen  Hall,  that  charming  old  house  near  the 
gate  of  the  Oxford  Union  Society,  afterwards 
the  home  of  the  present  Provost  of  Oriel,  Dr. 
Shadwell.    There  is  a  cerxain  novelty  about  the 
selection  of  Magdalen  College  for  the  Heir  Ap- 
parent of  the  English  thorne,  but  a  better  choice 
could  scarcely  have  been  made.     Whether  on 
account  of  the  extraordinary  charm  of  its  build- 
ings or  the  peaceful  air  of  quiet  studiousness 
that  is  breathed  in  the  ancient  cloister,  or  the 
graphic  story  of  English  history  that  its  annals 
tell,  or  the  scholastic  attainments  of  its  learned 
president,  Dr.  Wallen,  Magdalen  College  is  a 
fitting  home  for  the  formation  of  the  character 
and  learning' of  either  prince  or  peer  or  com- 
moner, and  we  have  little  doubt  but -that  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  will  look 
back  upon  the  time  of  his  sojourn,  within  its 
walls  as  some  of  the  happiest  years  of  his  life. 
He  will  appreciate  the  peculiar  features  of  uni- 
versity life,  the  hours  of  sober  study  alternating 
with  decorous  festivity,  the  quiet  atmosphere  of 
the  lecture  room,  the  volume  of  sweet  sounds 
asthe  anthem  rises  in  One  of  the  fairest  chapels 
in  Oxford,  $r  in  the  world,  where  the  archi- 
tecture speaks  of  the  pious  aspirations  of  those 
who  reared  its  walls  and  recalls  the  memory  of 
the  great  men  who  trod  those  cloister  courts  as 


to  sing  its  praises.  Professor  Goldwin  Smith, 
Edward  VII. 's  tutor,  wrote:  "Of  all  the  houses 
of  learning  in  England,  perhaps  of  any  country, 
that  which  Waynflete  founded  is  the  loveliest, 
as  he  will  say  who  stands  in  its  cloistered  and 
ivy-mantled  quadrangle  beneath  the  light  of  the 
Summer's  sun  or  that  of  the  Winter's  moon." 

When  we  wander  in  "Maudlin's  learned 
grove"  and  in  the  sheltered  and  leafy  park,  and 
watch  the  deer  as  they  flit  in  and  out  beneath 
the  old  elms,  we  feel  that  it  is  good  to  be  a 
member  of  such  an  institution,  which  maintains 
its  great  traditions  of  the  past,  sending  forth 
men  each  year  to  grapple  with  the  perplexities 
pf  our  age  and  to,  take  their  place  in  the  guid- 
ance of  the  nation. 


WELLS    AS    BAROMETERS 


On  many  farms  in  Nebraska  and  certain 
other  states  of  the  Middle  West  are  wells  that 
give  warning  of  the  approach  of  storms  by 
blowing,  A  few  years  ago,  when  these  wells 
— variously  known  as  blowing,  breathing, 
roaring,  Singing,  weather,  whistling  and  baro- 
metric wells — were 'first  reported,  they  were 
viewed  with  a  good  deal  of  scepticism  by 
scientific  men  who  had  not  actually  'observed 
their  singular  properties.  They  have  now 
been  investigated  by  the  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey  and  the  Geological  Survey  of 
Nebraska,  and  most  of  the  stories  concerning 
them  have  been  fully  confirmed.

_-one-who  takesi*p-bis  residence  in  a  col* 
lege  can  fail  to  acquire  something  of  its  esprit 
de  corps;  and  whether  he  watches  his  college 
team  at  cricket  or  football,  or  sees  his  boat 
strive  to  attain  the  headship  of  the  river,  he 
feels,  even  if  he  takes  no  active  part  in  the 
struggle,  that  he  has  a  personal  interest  in  the 
success  of  his  college,  that  he  has  inherited  the 
traditions  of  a  great  and  glorious  past.  And 
Magdalen  has  a  fine  record  in  history,  in  sport, 
and  learning.  Its  founder  was  Henry  VI. 's 
Chancellor,  his  tried  and  trusted  friend  and 
adviser,  William  of  Waynflete,  whose  family 
name  was  Patten,  once  master  and  provost  of 
Henry's' royal  foundation  of  Eton  College  and 
afterwards  Bishop  of  Winchester.  He  felt  that 
it  was  his  life's  work  to  found  at  Oxford  a  great 
college  which  should  rival  William  of  Wyke- 
ham's  foundation  at  the  same  university  and 
Henry  Vl.'s  King's  College,  Cambridge.  It 
was  not  an  easy  time  for  the  founding  of  col- 
leges. The  rival  houses  of  York  and  Lancaster 
were  at  war.  Henry's  star  was  soon  destined 
to  fall  before  Edward  of  York,  but  Wayneflete 
contrived  to  conciliate  four  sovereigns  of  differ-  ■ 
ent  dynasties  and  dissimilar  characters  and  to 
secure  their  goodwill  towards  his  foundation. 
For  the  raising  of  money  he  anticipated  Car- 
dinal Wolsey  and  Henry  V1I1,  in  sequestrating 
various  priories;  Shoreham,  Brackley,  Ayuko, 
Romney,  and  Selborne  contributed  their 
incomes  to  the  great  fund  he  was  raising 
in  order  to  build.  He  first  began  to 
buy  some  land  in  1448  from  the  Hos- 
pital of  St.  John  and  founded  Magdalen  Hall. 
Ten  years  later  he  annexed  by  the  authority  of 
the  King  and  Pope  the  decayed  hospital;  but 
another  anxious  decade  of  war  and  strife  had 
to  pass  before  he  began  to  build,  and  then 
slowly  grew  the  encircling  wall,  the  chapel,  hall, 
library,  cloisters,  founder's  tower  and  muni- 
ment'room,  which  remain  much  as  we  see  them 
today. 

It  would  be  vain  to  try  to  tell  of  all  the 
royal  visits  with  which  Magdalen  was  honored. 
Some  were  a  little  embarrassing.  Thus  when 
the  Yorkist  Edward  came,  the  founder  remem- 
bered that  the  red  Lancastrian  rose  figured  in 
the  cloisters;  so  wisely  he  altered  its  color  and 
painted  it  white.  The  present  Prince  of  Wales 
is  not  the  first  to  visit  the  college.  Prince  Ar- 
thur, elder  son  of  Henry  V1L,  stayed  here,  and 
there  is  still  some  tapestry  depicting  his  mar- 
riage with  Katharine  of  Aragon.  James  l.'s 
eldest  son;  Prince  Henry,  is  said  to  have  matri- 
culated here;  so  the  advent  of  our  Prince  of 
Wales  to  the  college  is  not  without  precedent. 
The  grand  tower  that  looks  down  upon  High 
Street  and  Oxford  was  erected  after  Wayn- 
flete's  death.  Many  strange  scenes  has  it  wit- 
nessed, the  arrest  of  pre-Reformation  Reform- 
ers, the  changes  in  ritual,  the  iconoclasm  of  the 
zealots,  the  coming  of  kings  and  queens.  James 

I.  pronounced  the  college  the  "most  absolute" 
(i.e.,  absolutely  perfect  thing)  "in  Oxford." 
Hard  times  befell  the  old  buildings  during  the 
civil  war,  when  Magdalen  became  a  fortress. 
As  the  president  writes :  "Her  grove  was  a  park 
not  of  deer,  but  artillery ,  her  water  walks  be- 
came dykes  and  works.  The  King 
climbed  her  tower,  not  to  sing  a  May 
morning  song  (as  the  custom  is)  ,  but  to 
observe  the  disposition  of  his  foes  Prince 
Rupert  sounded  to  horse  through  her  Cloisters, 
the  same  cloisters  where  Hampden  had  lived  a 
little  earlier  as  a  merry  gentleman  and  com- 
moner." The  tower  saw  rather  sorrowfully 
the  royal  garrison  marching  past  over  Magda- 
len Bridge,  with  drums  beating  and  flags  fly- 
ing, when  they  left  the  city  to  the  Roundheads, 
who  expelled  the  Fellows  and  set  up  others  of 
their  own  kind.     After  the  accession  of  James 

II.  there  were  anxious  hearts  in  the  old  col- 
lege when  the  King  wanted  to  turn  it  into  a 
Roman  Catholic  seminary  and  to  turn  out  the 
president  and  demys  and  all  who  would  not  ac- 
cept his  views.  Bravely  did  they  contend  for 
the  right,  but  not  until  the  coming  of  William  of 
Orange  were  they  reinstated.  It  were  vain  to 
attempt  to  enumerate  a  tithe  of  the  illustrious 
men  who  have  passed  through  its  gates,  occu- 
pied its  chambers,  and  sat  in  hall,  chapel,  and 
Common  room.

Clouds,  rain  and  stormy  winds  are  the  ac- 
companiments of  what  meteorologists  call 
lows — the  areas  of  reduced  barometric  pres- 
sure that  move  across  the  country  in  a  gen- 
eral direction  from  west  to  east  at  a  rate  of 
several  hundred  miles  a  day.  When  a  low 
is  approaching,  the  barometer  falls;  in  other 
words,  the  air  is  not  able  to  hold  the  column 
of  mercury  so  high  in  the  barometer  tube  as 
usual.  The  same  diminution  in  the  downward 
pressure  of  the  atmosphere  allows  air  to 
escape  from  a,  blowing  well.  On  the  other 
hand,  clear  skies  usually  accompany  an  area 
of  high  barometric  pressure — technically 
called  a  high — and  when  one  of  these  areas 
draws  near,  the  air  is  sucked  into  the  wfflp 

An  ordinary  well  does  not  freeze  in  cold 
weather,  for  the  air  at  great  depths,  when 
stagnant  maintains  a  fairly  equable  tempera- 
ture. In  a  blowing  well,  however,  during  the 
prevalence  of  a  high  the  air  is  sucked  down, 
and  causes  these  wells  to  freeze  at  such  re- 
markable depths  asT8o  or  even  120  feet  be- 
low the  surface.

information  is  derived  from  landowners, 
farmers,  well-diggers,  clergymen,  principals  of 
schools,  civil  engineers  and  college  Students, 
whose  fathers  own  wells  of  this  sort,  and  their 
accounts  have  been  verified  by  the  professo; 
personal  observations.  There  are  periods 
when  for  several  days  in  succession  the  wells 
blow  out,  and  others  when  the  air  is  drawn  in. 
This  is  tested  with  the  flames  of  candles,  and 
by  dropping  paper,  chaff,  feathers,  and  so 
forth,  into  the  casing.  In  one  instance  the  cur- 
rent passing  out  through  a  knot-hole  in  the 
cover  of  the  well  was  strong  enough  to  lift 
a  hat  several  feet  Into  the  air.  Sometimes 
the  whistling  of  the  air  escaping  through  Hie 
planks  oi  pines  can  be  heard  lor  several  rods; 
at  other  times  the  current  is  strong  enough  to 
operate  small  whistles  whose  sound  is  so 
loud  that  it  may  be  heard  for  a  mile  or  more. 
Often  only  a  dull  roaring  sound  is  heard  as  the 
air  rusha  through  the  casing,  or  hubbies 
through  the  water.  In  some  communities  all 
such  wells  arc  really  distinguished  at  a  dis- 
tance by  the  mound  of  earth  heaped  up  round 
the  curbing  and  pump  to  check  the  escaping 
wind.  Frequently,  in  Winter,  they  are  banked 
up  with  snow  instead.  This  soon  becomes 
melted  and  riddled  by  numerous  blowholes. 

Long  before  (heir  mode  of  operation  was 
explained,  the  blowing  of  these  wells  was  re- 
garded by  the  farmers  as  an  indication  of  a 
change  in  the  weather.  It  was  also  noticed 
that  the  blowing  was  most  pronounced  when 
the  wind  blew  from  certain  directions.  These 
wells  are  simply  large  barometers,  responding 
to  change.-  in  atmospheric  pressure.  When 
the  pressure  is  low,  the  tension  or,  the  air  in- 
closed in  the  well  and  in  the  subterranean 
cavities  with  which  probably  these  wells  al- 
ways communicate,  is  reduced,  and  part  of  this 
air  forces  its  way  out.  It  is  not  likely  that  the 
small  amount  of  air  contained  in  the  well  itself 
could  produce  a  noticeable  effect  of  this  kind, 
and  this  is  the  reason  why  the  phenomenon  is 
not  more  common.

PORTUGAL  A  LITTLE  TRAVELED  LAND 


Of  Portugal  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  un- 
doubtedly less  known  to  the  touring  public 
than  any  European  country  which  does  not 
border  on  the  remote  or  .semi-civilized,  says 
a  writer  in  Scribner's  Magazine.  Its  two  chief 
towns.  Lisbon  and  Oporto,  are  familiar 
enough  because  of  their  being  on  the  littoral, 
and  ports  of  call  for  various  lines  of  ocean 
bound  vessels;  but  the  number  of  tourists  who 
set  off  from  America  or  England  for  the  sake 
of  exploring  Portugal  throughout  has  so  far 
been  limited  in  the  extreme. 

One  predisposing  cause  of  this,  of  course, 
is  the  fact  that  the  country  can  not  con- 
veniently be  approached  by  land;  anyone  do- 
ing the  European  lour  would  hesitate,  after  a 
journey  embracing  Italy,  Switzerland,  Tyrol 
and  France,  to  traverse  Spain,  on  slow  trains, 
in  order  to  reach  the  western  limit  of  the 
Iberian  Peninsula.  It  might  justifiably  be  done 
if  one  were  assured  that  the  game,  would  be 
worth  the  candle;  but,  in  the  absence  of 
definite  information  on  the  subject,  the  trip, 
if  considered  at  all,  has  usually  been  regarded 
as  highly  speculative  rather  than  one  which 
promised  practical  returns. 

Let  me  say  at  once,  therefore,  as  a  con- 
sidered Opinion,  and  in  a  word,  that  Portugal 
is  veritably  the  most  interesting  country  in 
Europe,  if  by  interesting  be  implied  the 
presentation  of  a  liberal  array  of  delightful  and 
unheralded  surprises.  If  Italy,  for  example, 
were  almost  unknown,  and  Portugal,  on  the 
other  hand,  were  the  rendezvous  of  the  art 
lovers  of  the  world,  it  would  have  to  be  ad-; 
mitted  that  Italy  was  at  once  the  more  beauti- 
ful and.  the  more  richly  endowed  with  treasures; 
but,  in  proportion  to  the  ordinary  traveler's 
knowledge  of  his  available  opportunities  there 
is  n  :    een  Portugal  and  Italy,

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HATEVER  the  canners  ha  veto  say 
about4tr4he~salmori~j*ui-of~— this-  - 
season  has  been  eminently  satis- 
factory from  the  sportsman's.point 
of  view,  the  coho'es  coming  early 
and  staying  late.  Even  up  to  the  time  of  writ- 
ing, and  this  is  November,  they  are  being 
caught  out  in  the  Straits  opposite  Victoria  and 
Esquimalt,  while  at  the  mouth  of  the  Cowichan, 
the  nearest  salmon  river  of  any  size  to  Victoria, 
they  are  said  to  be  present  in  multitudes,  the 
splash  of  jumping  fish  sounding  as  one  continu- 
ous ripple,  day  and  night.  Those  who  tell  us 
this,  realizing  that  some  of  their  hearers  may 
be  from  Missouri,  have  the  evidence  with  them 
to  prove  it,  and  we  reproduce  herewith  one  or 
two  pictures  showing  the  size  and  nature  of  the 
catches  which  are>  being  made. 

Not  only  has  spOrt  been  good  in  the  salt 
water,  but  the  men  who  have  tried  the  fishing 
up  the  river  send  down  reports  of  plentiful  sport 
just  now  with  both  cohoes  and  rainbow  trout  in 
the  higher  reaches.  With  the  coming  of  the 
rains  the  fish  have  been  freely  ascending  t^> 
their  spawning  grounds  and  several  sportsmen 
have  reported  making  good  catches. 

Familiarity  breeds  contempt,  and  those  of 
us  who  have  been  here  for.  years  are  rather  apt 
to  underrate  the  value  of  our  salmon  from  the 
sporting  point  of  view;  but  where  else  in  the 
world  except  on  this  Pacific  Coast  would  any- 
one think  it  possible  to  take  a  boat  for  an  hour 
and  a  half  and  come  back  with  a  round  dozen  of 
the  king  of  game  fish,  each  of  eight  or  nine 
pounds  weight,  to  say  nothing  of  the  chance  at 
any  time  of  a  fish  weighing  anywhere  between 
thirty  and  sixty  pounds? 

The  expert  fiy-fisherman  who  looks  with 
scorn  on  salmon--trolling  from  a  boat  can  go  to 
the  rivers  .and,  if  he  chooses  the  right  water,  at 
the  right  time,  fishes  it  in  the  right  way,  and 
exercises  as  much  patience  or  even  less  than 
he  would  expect  to  exercise  on  a  salmon  river 
in  any  other  part  of  the  world,  will  find  that 
he  can  obtain  just  as  good  sport  and  more  .of 
it  with  the  salmon  fly  as  he  would  in  those 
other  countries,  and  this,  free  of  expenses,  other 
than  those  incidental  to  travel  and  tackle  fur- 
nishing. 

His  may  be  a  higher  form  of  sport  than 
that  enjoyed  by  the  less  expert  and  scientific 
who  "harrow"  the  sea,  but  the  beauty  of  the 
coho  is  that  he  provides  most  exhilarating  sport 
to  a  large  number  of  people  who  never  do  any 
other  kind  of  fishing,  but  who  look  forward 
every  year,  with  anticipations  of  delight,  to 
the  never-failing  run  of  fish,  which  are  game 
on  the  hook  everywhere  and  a  luxury  on  the 
table  anywhere  else  than  in  British  Columbia, 
where  they  are  no  less  toothsome,  though  a 
more  common  article  of  diet.  We  read  arti- 
cles and  listen  to  speeches  about  the  high  cost 
of  living,  but  what  would  they  think  in  England 
of  a  whole  salmon  for  a  shilling,  where  they 
would  have  to  pay  probably  half-a-crown  or 
more  a  pound! 

The  illustration  at  the  head  of  this  article  is 
of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Sismey  with  a  spring  salmon  and 
a  oho  which  she  caught  with  red  and  line  at 
Cowichan  Bay.  The  spring  weighed  36*4

schoolboys  and  that  which  they  now  find  as 
septuagenarians,  it  is  the  fashion  to  describe 
modern  partridge  shooting  as  responsible  for 
the  general-d4suse-of-f>oiflter-er -settery- and-to^ 
ascribe  to  modern  farming  and  machine  reap- 
ing the  disappearance  of  the  old  knee-deep 
stubbles  which  contributed  so  largely  to  fore- 
noon bags  in  Georgian  and  early .  Victorian 
days.  This  is  inaccurate.  Dealing  first  with 
the  shorn  stubble  question.  There  is  practi- 
cally only  infinitesimal  difference— as  to  de- 
struction of  cover  for  birds — between  the 
present  day  machine-reaped  stubble  and  that 
which  was  produced  under  "broad  hook" 
reaping,  which  was  in  full  force  before 
Crimean  days.  The  older  implement  for  reap- 
ing was  the  sickle.  This  Was  light,  and,  for 
want  of  weight  in  it,  the  reaper's  arm  could 
not  fell  the  stalks  by  a  direct  sweep.  He  had 
to  embrace  an  armful  of  stalks  with  his  left 
arm  and  hold  them  up  to  resist  the  sickle's 
stroke,  and  to  enable  the  weapon  to  cut.  Also, 
to  ease  the  stroke,'  the  reaper  sliced  his  cut, 
cutting  upwards,  thereby  leaving  the  inner 
armful  longer  in  the  stubble  than  the  outer  part 
of  the  bundle  which  he  was  slicing.  This  slicing 
had  the  effect  of  leaving  much  of  the  stub- 
ble high  in  .elevation,  and  of  shortening  the 
straw,  it  left  plenty  of  cover  for  birds  on  the 
feed,  and  enabled  them  to  be  approached  in 
the  forenoon  and  also  in  the  last  hour  or  so 
before  sunset,  when  they  draw  out  from  roots 
or  clover  for  their  evening  feed.  Hence,  in 
those  older  days,  the  popularity  of  an  early 
start  for  partridges  while  they  were  still  on 
the  feed  and  were  comparatively  easy  to  find, 
and  not  so'  wild  when  approached,  by  reason 
of  the  cover  *f  these  long  stubbles. 

Then  the  broad  hook  began  to  displace  the 
sickle  in  British  hands,  soon  after  Chillian- 
wallah,  if  not  even  before  it.  The  broad  hook 
"bagged"  the  wheat;  it  was  heavier;- it  had 
a  round  end,  not  the  sharp  peak  of  the  sickle. 
It  would  fell  the  corn  like  a  scythe,  and  dis- 
pensed with  that  left  arm  embrace  which  the 
sickle  required,  and  which  embrace,  '  unless 
skillfully  managed,  endangered  the  left  axil- 
lary artery  of  the  reaper.  The  sickle  required 
only  one  hand  to  "tie"  to  each  reaper;  the 
broad  hook  cut  closer  to  the  ground,  shaving 
the  stubble  to  three  inches  from  the  soil,  and 
thereby  giving  the  farmer  more  straw  to  har- 
vest and. less  to  plough  in.  And  further,  the 
-oread  hook  worked  more  quickly,  and  re- 
quired two  women  to  tie  to  it,  instead  of  one 
to  the  sickle,  and  so  was  cheaper  in  opera- 
tion. The  Irish  harvest  hands  who  used  to 
migrate  for  work  in  British  harvests  were  con- 
servative, and  stuck  to  their  sickles,  which 
they  brought  with  them  for  the  venture;  but 
they  became  less  and  less  in  favor,  and  were 
less  in  requisition  under  the  British  broad  hook 
adoption,  by  reason  of  the  broad  hook  reaper 
being  economically  able  to  fell  in  an  hour 
about  double  the  grain  that  the  sickle  worker 
could  accomplish.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at 
that  the  farmer  rapidly  approved  of  the  hroad 
hook;  that  the  old  knee-deep  stubbles  van- 
ished, and  that  by  1857  it  was  the  exception 
rather  than  the  rule  to  start  at  6  or  7  a.  m. 
for  partridge  shooting.  The  stubbles  had  by 
then  become  so  transparent  and  naked  that  it 
was  difficult  to  get  within  shot  upon  them. 
Stat ts  then  were  early  enough  at  10  a.  m.,  and 
the  best  strategy  was  to  run  over  them  quick- 
ly, taking  the  chance  here  and  there  of  a  rise 
within  shot,  and  to  drive  the  birds  into  roots 
or  clover,  where  they  could  be  walked  up  one 
by  one — scattered — If  followed  in  at  once  be- 
fore the\  had  time  to  call  together.  The  mod- 
ern machined  stubble  is  Undoubtedly  rather

the  French  fisherman's  North  American 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador  dogs  with  ■setter 
or  Irish  spaniel  blood;  adding  nose  to  the  al- 
ready hereditary  penchant  for  carrying.  It 
will  be  seen  from  this  that  so  soon  as  spaniel, 
pointer  and  setter  were  no  longer  invaluable 
for  finding  dead  game,  their  field  of  opera- 
tion -.became  more  limited,  and  with  the 
abolition  of  deep  stubbles  much  of  their  voca- 
tion was  gone.  But,  till  the  retriever  sup- 
planted-them,  some  canine  nose  or  other  was 
absolutely  necessary  to  accompany  the  gun, 
and  hence  arose  the  inference  of  latter  day 
critics  that  where  setter  and  pointer  were  in 
evidence  there  was  no  walking  up  of  birds. 
Let  any  sportsman  who  possesses  ancestral 
portraits  examine  them  and  see  if  he  can  trace 
a  single  retriever  of  modern  breed  in  the 
family  gallery.  It  was  common  to  paint  the 
squire  with  a  favorite  dog  or  two,  but  these 
dogs  will  be  found  to  be  (if  not  hounds)  ; 
of  quest;  setter,  pointer,  or  spaniel.  These 
were  jack-of-all-trade  dogs;  they  had  first  to 
find  the  game  alive,  and  afterwards  to  help 
to  bring  it  to  the  bag  when  dead.  But  bj  trie 
time  when  stubbles  began  to  be  shorn  by 
broad  hook — 185.S  and  onward — the  setter 
and  pointer  were  almost  as  conspicuous  for 
abdication  to  the  retrieve!  a  they  are  now. 
Some  old  sportsmen  past  quinquagenarianism 
adhered  traditionally  to  a  kennel  ot  dogs  oi 
quest,  but  as  they  passed  to  family  vaults  their 
strategy  also  passed  away,  and  the  newer 
generation  (now  septuagenarian  and  more)  in 
its  turn  were  mainly  content  with  retrievers, 
the  walking  up,  and  three  or  more  guns  to 
make  a  good  line  to  sweep  the  Fi 
quickly,  when  of  old  two  guns  were  compan\ 
and  a  third  de  trop  when  stubbles  were  deep 
enough  for  shooting  over  dogs. 

The  great  change  has  lain  in  the  breech- 
loader, which  came  with  a  rattle  in  and  after 
1863.  It  promptly  killed  "down  charge," 
which  had  been  so  supreme  a  feature  in  the 
education  of  all  dogs  of  quest,  and  which  in- 
directly had  such  valuable  effect  towards 
.subordinating  them,  and  in  restraining  the 
otherwise  natural  instinct  io  run  into  the  game 
so  soon  as  the  shot  had  sounded.  This  dis- 
establishment of  down  charge  as  a  canine 
article  of  religion  had  some  effect  in  making 
the  general  education  to  subservience  in  pointer 
and  setter  more  difficult  than  had  been  the 
case  in  and  before  t  80  l. 

Another  change  results  from  breech- 
loading,  to  wit,  the  greater  popularity  of  driv- 
ing where  topography  admits  of  it.  With 
muzzle-loaders  such  Strategy  was  far  less  ef- 
fective; two  guns  and  a  loader  were  absolutely 
indispensable,  and  even  then  the  Sportsman 
had  much  difficulty  in  being  in  time  foj  each 
arrival  of  driven  birds.  A  modern  unosten- 
tatious drive,  such  as  is  ofteti  ecu  on  m.rim

adaptable  the  same  as  a  ramrod.  It  was  de 
rigueur  to  "flash"  a  gun  with  a  half  charge 
of  powder  before  beginning  the  tramp,  lest 
a  thread  of  tow  from  the  overnight  cleaning 
should  be  loitering  in  the  breech  and  should 
ignite  a  second  charge.  More  than  one  sports- 
man could  be  in  evidence  who  had  lost  a  fore- 
finger or  more  from  neglect  of  this  precaution. 
We  believe  that  the  early  great  editor  of  The 
Field,  Mr.  J.  Walsh,  owed  his  maimed  hand 
to  something  of  this  sort.  At  the  end  of  the 
day,  if  there  was  no  legitimate  work  for  the 
undischarged  loads,  the  loader's  screw  had  to 
draw  the  shot  wad  and  release  the  shot,  after 
which  the  powder  was  flashed  off.  Such  were 
some  of  the  red  tapes  of  muzzle-loading  edu- 
cation, from  which  the  modern  practitioner 
of  the  breech-loader  is  fortunately  exempted.

A  friend  of  mine,  who  commanded  one  of 
the  Camel  Corps  at  Montgomery,  left  two  half 
Rampur  greyhounds  in  my  care  while  he  was 

ay  with  his  corps  in  Somaliland,  and  1  fre- 
quently took  them  out  for  exercise  in  the  jun- 
gle with  my  two  little  fox-terriers;  the  latter 
were  very  good  at  smelling  out  foxes,  hares, 
and  jackals,  while  the  former  soon  ran  into 
the  quarry  when  they  obtained  a  view.

THE    CAMP-FIRE    CLUB    OF    AMERICA 

''-,  Among  sportsmen's  clubs  a  unique  place  is 
occupied  by  the  Camp-Fire  Club  of  America. 
Such  clubs  are  generally  associated  with    »! 
home  locality  or  with  a  special  preserve  in  the 
Woods.    The  Camp-Fire  Glub  grew  out  of  the 
social  foregathering  of  a  few  men  in  New  York; 
whose  common  interest  was  .in  a  general  way, 
the  camp  life  of  the- wilderness.    Gradually  it; 
drew  together  men  throughout    the    -.country 
identified  in  a  representative  way  with  the  life 


of  the  greater  oul-uf-duurs;  in  llteiaiy.ui  'artistic 
expression,  hunting,  mountain  climbing,  ex- 
ploration, scientific  investigation. or  experience: 

on  the  Western  plains.  Its  membership  con- 
tinue to  do  more  or  less  hunting  and  fishing,  but 
generally  in  distant  wilds  where  game  is  hold-! 
ing  its  own,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  spirit 
as  well  as  the  letter  of  conservation.  As  their 
late  president,  Dan  Beard,  has  remarked,  they, 
are- a  combination  of  criminals  to  prevent 
.crime.  But  their  conservation  is  real  con- 
servation, with,  the  accent  on  the  serve  and  not 
on  the  con.  The  bronze  chowder  pots  de- 
signed for  the  club  by  one  of  its  artistic  mem- 
bers bear  the  motto,  "Keep  the  faith,  tho'  I 
go  empty.". 

The  club  believes  in  efficient  organization, 
and  does  its  work  through  committees  as  well 
as  through  tr\e  direct  action  of  its  governors. 
The  practical  results  accomplished  by  its  Com-! 
mittee  on  the  Conservation  of  Forests  and  Wild 
Life,  in  rescuing  the  fur  seals  from  slaughter,] 
in  furthering  the   establishing   of  the   Glacier^ 
National  Park,  in  creating  sentiment  in  favor  of 
the  Federal  statute  for  the  protection     of  mi-, 
gratory  birds,  and  in  a  hundred  other  lines  less 
known  to  the  public,  has  been  a  revelation  of, 
what  may  be  done  in  awaking  public  thought  j 
and  in  moulding  legislation  by  the  systematic 
and  persistent  work  of  individuals.     This  com- 
mittee has  aimed  to  advocate  no  unreasonable 
hardship  *upon   business     interests     and      has 
worked  in  co-operation  with  representatives  of 
the  lumber  and  other  industries.     The  Camp- 
Fire  Club  is  indeed  an  American  institution  of 
national  significance,   and  is  coming  to  stand 
in  the  public  estimation  as  a  representative  of 
what  is  best  and  most  wholesome  in  outdoor 
life. — Field  and  Stream. 


A  GAME  PIE 


Here  is  the  recipe  for  a  game  pie,  claimed 
to  be  the  highest  achievement  in  cookery,  and 
furnished  by  the  great  gastronomic  artist,  De  La 
Reyneiere,  who  is  said  to  have  produced  the 
dish  before  a  dozen  dinner  guests  whom  we  may 
suppose  were  the  most  distinguished  gourmets 
of  their  day: 

"Stuff  a  fine  large  olive  with  capers  and 
filets  d'auchois;  then  place  the  olive  Inside  the 
body  of  a  fig  picker,  from  which  you  cut  the- 
head  and  feet,  then  enclose  the  fig  picker  in 
the  body  of  a  dressed  ortolan ;  then  insert  the 
ortolan  in  the  body  of  a  fat  lark  from  which 
you  remove  the  principal  hones;  then  cover  the 
lark  with  a  thin  coating  of  lard,  and  put  it  into 
the  body  of  a  thrush:  which  having  also  been 
dissected,  is  stuffed  inside  a  fat  and  juicy  quail, 
which  you  should  cover  with  a  vine  leaf,  and 
insert  in  the  body  a  lapwing;  this  being  boned 
and  trussed  is  inserted  in  the  body  of  a  golden 
plover,  which  in  turn  is  larded  and  thrust  into 
the  body  of  a  young  woodcock;  having  rolled* 
this  in  cracker  crumbs  place  it  in  the  body  of 
a  neatly  prepared  teal;  this  pfut  into  the  body 
of  a  guinea  hen,  which  secrete  in  the  body  of  a 
grey  duck,  which  enclose  in  the  body  of  a  young 
fowl;  this  result  to  be  concealed  in  the  body  of 
a  large  and  carefully  selected  wild  pheasant, 
which  entomb  in  the  body  of  a  young  and  fat 
goose;  this  insert  in  the  body-of  a  fine  hen  tur- 
key, which  finally  is  enclosed  in  the  body  of  an 
outarde,  or  a  fine  swan  as  a  substitute.  The  in- 
terstices left  in  this  marvelous  combination  are 
filled  with  force  meat  and  a  savory  stuffing  of 
chestnuts.  Having  thus  prepared  the  subject, 
place  it  in  a  large  pot,  add  water,  onions, 
cloves,  carrots,  chopped  ham,  celery,  parsley 
and  thyme  and  several  slices  of  salt  port,  pep*'" 
per.  salt,  fine  spices,  coriander  seeds  and  one  Of 
two  sprigs  of  garlic.  Place  a  well  fitting  eovm 
over  this  pot  and  seal  it  hermetic 
strip  of  paste  or  clay,  place  it 
where  the  heat  will  be  ui 
main  twenty-four  hoi 
hot,  large  platter  jy 
spinach,  plain  bra 
wine,  followed  by 
there  you  are!

THE   VEGETABLE    MARROW 

The  marrow  is  one  of  the  numerous  thmgs 
that  we  despise  for  BO  better  reason  than  that 
it  is  cheap.     Perhaps  "despise"  is  too  strong 
a  Word — "neglect"  would  be  better — and  yet 
this  vegetable  is  well  worthy  our  attention,  and 
much  more  so  than  those  could  imagine  who 
have  only  seen  and  tasted  it  as  sent  to  table  in 
the  one  and  only  fashion     with     which     the 
average  cook  appears     to     be     acquainted — 
namely,  smothered  in  a  thin  melted  butter  and 
served  on  indifferently  made  toast.    Yet,  simple 
as  this  dish  is,  it  can    be  very    good    indeed 
if  the  toast  is  well  browned,  the  marrow  cooked 
to  that  point  which  leaves  it  soft  enough    tp 
melt  in  the  mouth,  yet  not  overdone,  and  the 
sauce  with  a  full  complement  of  butter,  rich 
in  color  and  thick  as  sauce  should  be.    These 
details  may  seem  trifling  in    themselves,  but 
they  go  to  make  a  perfect  whole.    The  marrow 
contains  a  fair  amount  of  nourishment  and  the 
flour  and  butter  in  the  sauce  add  to  this.    But 
there  are  many  other  ways  of  serving  the  mar- 
row, as  the  following  recipes  will  show: 

Stuffed  Vegetable  Marrows — Choose  3 
small  ones.  Cut  off  the  stalk  ends  and  empty 
out  the  seeds. — Prepaie  a  forcemeat  with  fine

grumble  at  their  ill-luck  when  they  are  laid  up 
foi  a  couple  of  weeks  with  Influenza. 

In  most  cases  they  have  entirely  them- 
selves \^  blame. 

The  most  important  purchase  the  business 
girl,  who  goes  out  evciv  day  in  the  week,  has 
to  make  at  the  beginning  of  the  Winter,  Is  a 
good  thick-soled  pair  of  boc 

Damp  feet  are  responsible  for  a  good  deal 
of  illness  in  Winter. 


Few  girls  realize  that  their  health  (and  con- 
sequently their  good  looksj)  depend  very  much 
upon  their  footgear. 

Thin  stockings  and  paper  soles  mean  pallid 
faces  and  reddened  noses;  cold  feet  make  many 
a  woman  cross  and  irritable  and  out  of  sorts, 
yet  she  does  not  know  the  reason  why. 

In  the  second  place,  woolen  clothing  next 
the  skin  is  essential  to  good  health  in  Winter, 
and  it  may  seem  a  little  contradictory  to  state 
that  in  many  cases  people  get  a  chill  in  the 
Winter  by  overclothing. 

Heavy  overcoats  are  a  potent  source  of  ill- 
ness at  this  season. 

Why?  Because  we  wear  them  at  the 
wrong  time,  and  although  men  are  worse  of- 
fenders than  women  in  this  respect,  we,  one 
and  all,  are  inclined  to  think  that  the*  more 
coats  and  wraps  and  furs  we  can  wear,  the  bel- 
ter our  protection  against  cold. 

What  is  the  result?  We  hurry  along  to 
church  or  office  or  theatre  in  heavy  outdoor 
things;  we  get  overheated  and  arrive  at  our 
destination,  then  we  immediately  begin  to  dis- 
robe— to  take  off  our  coats  because  we  are 
indoors. 

We  cool  at  express  speed— and  develop  a 
chill  when  the  body  temperature  gets  down  be- 
low a  certain  point.  The  right  time  to  wrap  up 
is  when  we  are  sitting  still  in  bus  or  train,  or  in 
a  chilly  office  or  insufficiently  heated  church; 
not  when  we  are  walking  briskly  and  generat- 
ing heat  by  bodily  exercise. 

A  heavy  coat,  under-  these  conditions, 
simply  over-fatigues  and  over-heats,  causing 
perspiration  and  chill  subsequently. 

The  careful  girl,  who  wishes  to  escape  ill- 
ness during  the  dark  days  of  the  year,  attends 
to  her  clothes,  does  her  best  to  avoid  unneces- 
sary exposure  to  the  damp,  and  under  no  cir- 
cumstances goes  in  for  undue  coddling. 

It  is  the  girl  who  sits  by  the  fire,  who  pre- 
i  novel  to  a  good  healthy  walk,  in  cold 
weather,  who  contracts  colds  and  sore  throats, 
fhfluentfa  and  bronchitis  at  every   opportunity. 
I  he  hot-house  type  of  girl  can  never  de- 
pend upon  good  health. 

It  is  not  rain  or  bold  weather  that  is  direct- 
ly harmful  or  liable  to  cause  illness. 

Even  wet  clothes  and  wet  feet  are  of  very 
little  importance  it  you  are  walking  all  the  time 
to  keep  warm,  and  change  carefully  when  you 
come  In   DO] 

Of  course,  il  Is  fatal  to  sit  about  in  wet 
things. 

Ii  is  always  important  thai  the  feet  should 
be  kept  warm  and  dry.  If  a  woman  has  been 
caughi  in  a  Storm  and  for  a  long  lime  had  wet 
and  cold  feet  she  should,  immediately  upon  ar- 
riving home,  immerse  her  feet  for  a  \cw  mo- 
ments in  warm  water,  dry  them  carefully  and 
put  on  fresh  stockings  and  slippers. 

No  greater  sense  of  comfort  can  be  se- 
cured   or   better  securii\    taken   against   taking 

cold. 

•  An  open  window,  night  and  day,  is  absol- 
utely essential  if  we  are  to  keep  well  in  Winter, 
Stuffy  rooms  bring  disease  inevitably;  we  can 
only  breathe  foul  air  for  a  definite  time  with 
impunity. 

In  all  due  time,  our  tissues  are  poisoned, 
and  the  microbes  of  influenza,  tonsilitis  and 
catarrah  have  their  chance. 

In  every  room  one  window  should  be  open 


ly  chopped  onions,  and  fry  it  in  oil  with  2 
whole  chillies.  Let  it  cool,  and  then  mix  in 
54  lb.  of  fresh  chopped  mushrooms  and  a  little 
thick  tomato  puree.  Put  the  whoteHuTto  a  " 
saucepan  on  the  fire,  boil  it,  thicken  it  with 
breadcrumbs,  and  season  it  with  salt,  pepper 
and  nutmeg.  When  it  is  partially  cold,  stir 
in  2  yolks  of  eggs.  Fill  the  marrows  with  this, 
then  lay  them  in  a  baking-pan  lined  with  thin 
slices  of  fat  pork  or  bacon.  Pour  butter  over 
these  and  set  them  in  a  moderate  oven  for  15 
minutes.  Arrange  them  in  a  circle,  pouring. a 
little  thick  brown  gravy  in  the  centre. 

Savory  Vegetable  Marrow  with  Onions — 
Peel  a  marrow,  cut  it  in  small  pieces,  trim 
them  neatly,  place  them  in  a  saucepan  with  a 
small  handful  of  finely  sliced  onions  and  a  lit- 
tle butter,  season  it  with  pepper,  salt,  grated 
nutnieg  and  a  pinch  of  castor  sugar.  Moisten 
it  with  a  little  white  stock,  stew  all  gently,  let 
the  sauce  be  boiled  down  to  glaze,  add  a  little 
lemon  juice,  sprinkle  it  with  chopped  parsley, 
and  serve  it. 

Fried  Marrow.  (A  Jewish  Recipe) — Put 
2  oz.  of  flour  into  a  basin  with  a  pinch  of  salt; 
add  y2  gill  of  tepid  water  and  a  dessertspoonful 
of  salad  oil,  gradually,  and  then  the  well- 
beaten  white  of  an  egg.  Peel  a  vegetable 
marrow,  put  it  into  boiling  water  and  boil  it  till 
it  is  tender.  Cut  it  into  slices,  remove  the 
seeds,  dip  each  piece  in  the  batter  and  fry  it 
a  golden  brown  In  hot  fat  or  oik 

Vegetable  Marrow  Jam— A  wineglassful  of 
whisky,  4  lemons  to  6  lb.  of  marrow,  2  oz.  of 
ground  ginger,  1  oz.  of  whole  ginger,  t  lb.  of 
sugar  to  each  lb.  of  fruit,  including  lemons.  Cut

the  marrow  into  small  square  pieces,  put  them 
into  a  vessel  with  the  sugar  to  soak  for  24 
hours,  then  strain  off  the  liquor  and  boil  it 
until  reduced  one-half.  Cut  the  lemons  as  for 
marmalade,  put  them  into  the  syrup,  add  the 
marrow,  and  let  it  simmer  for  2  hours. 
SODA  CAKE— MAKING  TWO  LOAVES 

Ingredients — 1  lb.  flour,  y  lb.  sugar, 
yA  lb.  lard  and  butter,  y  lb.  currants,  2  eggs, 
y2  teaspoonful  soda,  2  tablespoonfuls  milk. 

Method — Cream  and  butter  and  sugar  to- 
gether until  quite  soft  and  smooth.  Beat  the 
eggs  and  add  these.  Stir  in  the  flour  and  fruit 
alternately.     Dissolve  the  soda  in  the  milk  and 

add  last. 

N.  B. — The  mixture  should  be  rather  soft; 
if  necessary,  add  more  milk. 

GINGERBREAD— MAKING    THREE    LOAVES 

Ingredients — Three  breakfastcupfuls  flour, 
1  breakfastcuptul  wholemeal,  1  breakfastcuptul 
demerara  sugar,  '  _  lb.  lard  and  butter  (or 
dripping),    1   lb-  treacle,   1   cupful  milk,  2  tea- 

onfulS  ground  ginger,  2  ozs.  peel,  l  tea- 
spoonful  carbonate  soda. 

Method — Place  the  flour  and  wholemeal  In 
B  basin,  add  the  sugar  and  ginger.  Melt  the 
butter  and  treacle  in  a  pan.  Dissolve  the  car- 
bonate of  soda  in  the  milk.  Chop  the  peel 
finely.  Mix  all  the  ingredients  together  thor- 
oughly. Place  the  mixture  in  three  very  well 
greased  loaf  tins  and  bake  in  a  slow  oven  for 
hours. 

N,  b. — No  eggs  are  required  for  this  cake. 
The  success  lies  in  the  cooking,  which  must  be 
slow.  Chopped  almonds  are  an  improvement 
,i  added  with  the  peel. 

FARMHOUSE  CAKE 

Ingredients — Five  breakfastcupfuls  flour, 
V,  lb. 'lard  and  butter  (or  dripping) ,  1  lb.  castor 
sugar,  I  '  •  ms-  currants,  2  ozs.  peel,  2  tea- 
spoonfuls  baking  powder,  ;  1  teaspoonful 
mad  nutmeg.  ■  teaspoonful  ground  mace, 
4  eggs,  1  02.  yeast,  1  gill  milk. 

Method — Mix  all  the  dry  ingredients  to- 
gether. Put  the  yeast  to  rise  in  small  quantity 
of  water.  Meat  "the  eggs  and  warm  milk  to- 
gether. Place  the  mixture  in  well  greased  tins 
and  set  to  rise  for  I  "i  hours.  Bake  in  a  very 
moderate  oven  for  two  hours.

I  have  known  a  case  myself  where  the 
substitution  of  a  yellow  tie  for  a  blue  one  has 
led  to  an  immediate  improvement  in  the  wear- 
er's temper.  Some  people  cannot  endure  to  stay 
in  a  room  which  has  a  red  paper,  and  this  in- 
tolerance is  very  often  attributed  by  their  un- 
scientific friends  to     affectation.        But     the 
scientist  will  tell  you  that  the  nervous  system 
of  the  person  who  dislikes  red  is  not  attuned 
to  vibrations  of  light  having  wave  lengths  so 
great.     Color  waves  are  agreeable  in  so  far 
as  the  brain  is  keyed  to  their  length.     If  the 
vibratory  length  is  out  of  proportion,  the  brain 
suffers.     So  it  is  very  important  for     us     to 
notice  how  color  affects  us,  and  to  avoid  those 
colors  which   are   irritating   or  depressing.

At  the  Church  of  England  Synod  it  was  decided 
to  let  women  who  were  members  of  the  church  vote 
for  church  wardens  and  delegates  to  the  synod.  The 
members'of  the  synod  thought  the  Women  did  their 
share  of  church  work  and  ought  to  have  a  voice  in  its 
management. 

The  night  schools  are  now  open,  and  every  boy 
and  girl  who  wants  to  study  any  of  the  subjects 
taught  in  the  public  schools  can  do  so  free  of  charge. 
These  schools  are  maintained  by  the  Government  and 
are  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  young  people  of  Victoria. 
For  any  subject  not  on  the  school  curriculum  there 
arc  charges  made. 

New  Zealand.has  a  big  strike  of  longshoremen.  At 
Auckland  forty  vessels  were  lying  idle  and  at  Wel- 
lington there  were  riots.  No  vessels  for  New  Zea- 
land can  be  loaded  at  Sydney,  as  the  men  there  are  in 
sympathy  with  the  strikers.  Many  people  in  other 
countries  believed  New  Zealand  was  free  from  the  la- 
bor disputes  that  are  causing  so  much  distress  in 
other  countries. 


In  the  new  Normal  School,  which  is  being  built 
near  the  Lansdowne  Road,  there  are  to  be  several 
kinds  of  workshops  as  well  as  a  very  nice  house 
where  girls  can  learn  to  cook  and  to  keep  a  house  in 
order.  It  is  intended  that  teachers  who  are  trained 
here  shall  be  able  to  teach  various  branches  of  manual 
training  in  their  schools  as  well  as  the  subjects  that 
are  taught  now. 


A  large  and  very  important  conference  of  ship- 
ping men  from  all  countries  is  now  being  held  in 
London.  Its  wcrk  will  be  to  make  rules  for  the  safety 
of  people  out  at  sea  and  to  try  to  prevent  such  ter- 
rible disasters  as  have  happened  lately.  The  loss  of 
the  Titanic  directed  the  attention  of  the  whole  world 
to  the  necessity  for  greater  provision  for  safety  than 
had  yet  been  devised. 


An  awful  accident  happened  at  Inverness  at  the 
beginning  of  the  cold  weather.  A  little  boy  went 
sliding  on  what  he  thought  was  the  ice  that  covered  a 
kind  of  pond  called  a  slough.  He  broke  through,  and 
two  others  bravely  tried  to  get  their  playfellow  out. 
All  three  were  drowned.  Mrs.  Young,  the  mother  of 
two  of  the  little  fellows,  tried  to  take  them  out,  and 
she,  too,  was  nearly   lost  in  the  icy  water. 


Tenders  for  the  new  drill  hall  have  been  called 
for,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  large  and  handsome  build- 
ing will  be  erected  at  the  corner  of  Ray  and  McBride 
Streets.  Mr.  Ridgeway  Wilson  is  the  architect  and 
the  building  will  be  large  enough  for  the  Fifth,  the 
Fusiliers  and  the  Gordon  Highlanders,  as  well  as  the 
cadets  and  an  ambulance  corps.  It  is  hoped  that  as 
soon  as  the  tenders  are  opened  the  work  will  go  on 
inickly.

Some  of  the  birds  seem  to  be  taking  fright  at  the 
airmen  and  forsaking  their  Quarters.  A  colony  of 
storks  In  Switzerland  has  been  scared  from  its 
nesting-place  by  a  flight  of  M.  Favre,  the  French 
aeroplanist,  and  has  not  returned.  Throughout 
Switzerland,  it  is  said,  there  has  been  a  noticeable 
decline  in  the  number  of  these  flying  birds  since  fly- 
ing men  became  common.

HE  continuous  scries  of  egg-laying 
lests  conducted  ut  the  Hawkes- 
bury  Agricultural  College,  Rich- 
mond, N,  s.  w.,  with  tiie  sanc- 
tion 61  live  Department  6i  Agri- 
culture and  the  financial  support  pt  The 
Sydney  Daily  telegraph,  has  attracted  Mich 
general  interest  that  the  publication  of  a  com- 
pfehensive  review  of  the  work  done  during  the 
years  1902-M2  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
literature  Of  the  subject.  To  some  extent  the 
records  and  deductions  arc  only  applicable  to 
local  conditions,  but  much  ..I  the  information 
is  1.1  value  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  economic 
production.  The  mere  production  oi  high 
record  was  never  a  primary  object,  and  the 
promoter-,  of  these  tests  made  it  plain  at  the 
commencement  that  the  desire  was  to  en- 
courage  breeding  for  egg   production  on  the 

.ving  lines — breeding  from  bens  of  proved 

proliflcne  and  mating,  as  far  as  possible,  only 
the  best  individuals  in  the  pens  after  the 
record's  have  been  kept  for  at  least  a  year; 
mating  the  selected  hens  with  only  male  birds 
that  have  been  bred  from  proved  laying

early  days  of  the  tests  undersized  eggs  were 

very  numerous,  in  the  third  annual  test  22  per 

t  of  the  pens  laid  eggs  under  the  standard, 
in  the  fourth  there  was  a  drop  to  15  percent, 
the  next  to  12  per  cent,  the  next  to  I  percent, 
and  in  the  seventh  competition  not  one  pen 
failed  to  qualify.  It  is  further  claimed  that 
the  continuous  tests  have  formed  public  opin- 
ion relative  to  the  productive  qualities  of 
various  breeds,  and  the  rise  of  utilitarianism 
is  said  to  have  detracted  from  the  interest  in 
exhibitions  of  purely  fancy  fowls.  Methods 
have  been  so  far  revised  that  it  is  only  the 
laying  type  of  white  Leghorn  that  wins  in  the 
show  pen. 

The  report  deals  very  fully  with  the 
methods  of  yarding  and  housing,  the  system  of 
feeding,  and  questions' of  health  and  disease, 
whilst  the  annual  results  are  carefully  analyzed 
and  average  and  frequency  curves  are  given. 
We  are,  however,  chiefly  concerned  with  the 
broad  conclusions,  but  may  note  in  passing 
the  numerical  and  financial  summary.  In 
the  course  of  the  ten  years  5,448  hens,  1,200 
of  which  were  in  their  second-year  laying  and 
120  in  their  third  year,  laid  £4,225  net  worth 
of  eggs,  and  returned  an  aggregate  profit  of 
£2,563  over  the  cost  of  their  food.  The 
average  net  price  of  hens'  eggs  for  the  decade 
was  is.  2-1  id.  per  dozen,  the  average  cost 
was  5-55d.  per  dozen  for  food,  and  "the 
average  profit  over  the  cost  of  food  was 
8-56U  per  dozen.  The  45o -ducks,  of  which 
66  were  in  their  second  year's  laying  and  24 
In  their  third  year,  during  the  three  years  these 
tests  were  in  progress,  laid  £340  worth  of 
eggs,  and  returned  an  aggregate  profit  of  £118 
over  the  cost  of  food.  The  average  net  price 
of  ducks'  eggs  was  is.  l-46d.  per  dozen,  the 
average  cost  of  production  for  food  was 
8.78d.  per  dozen,  and  the  average  ^profit 
over  cost  of  food  was  4-6 7d.pe>  dozen.  There 
was,  therefore,  44  per  cent  more  profit  in 
hens'  eggs  than  in  ducks'  eggs,  relative  to  the 
cost  of  food. 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  conclusion  ar- 
rived at  after  ten  years'  work  is  that  the  com- 
petition records  yield  no  definite  evidence  of 
any  progress  towards  gfeater  maximum 
fecundity.  The  question  is  asketi  whether 
this  ten  years'  incentive  to  the  breeding  of 
hens  0  f  greater  and  greater  productivity 
has  resulted  in  the  production  of 
hens  of  individually  greater  laying  capacity 
than  previously  existed.  The  report  states 
that  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  standard 
has  been  improved  upon  as  regards  the  maxi- 
mum output  of  individuals.  The  suggestion  is 
that  better  average  results  have  been  attained 
by  selection,  that  breeders  have  culled  their 
breeding  stock  to  a  higher  average  standard 
of  prolificness,  and  that  higher  competition 
records  have  been  due  primarily  to  success  in 
the  selection  and  breeding  of  hens  uniformly 
approaching  the  maximum.  It  is  significant 
that  Mr.  A.  A.  Dunnicliff,  jun.,  who  drew  up 
the  report  at  the  request  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  emphatically  states  that  nothing 
tangible  can  be  laid  hold  of  in  the  results  ob- 
tained to  show  that  the  best  iudividual  hen 
today  i:  better  than  the.  best  of  ten  vea^s  a 
but  the  important  fact  remains  that  careful 
breeding  and  selection  have  produced  a 
greater  proportion  oi  birds  of  the  higher 
standards   in   laving   capacity. 

with  regard  to  thi    conclusion  it  has  teen 

urged  that  an  element  oi  weakness  in  1 
tests  is  the  tact  that  the  hens  have  not  been 
trap-nested,  and  their  individual  laying  tecoid- 
cd.  It  can  scarcely  be  doubted  that  syste- 
matic trap-nesting  would  have  strengthened 
statements  regarding  the  •  comparative  pro- 
lificness of  individuals,  nevertheless  it  is 
reasonable  to  argue  that  the  massed  return  ut 
the  laving  of  a  pen  of  six  birds  is  a  fair  indi- 
cation ot  the  capacity  of  rite  owners'  stock, 
and  such  a  method  meets  the  requirements  of 
the  competitions  as  regards  the  setting  of  a 
standard  for  those  who  keep  from  SOO  to 
i.ooo  head  of  stock  or  more.

The  only  justifica- 
tion for  this  theory,  it  has  been  affirmed,  is 
that  Saint  Columbcille  visited  the  island  when 
crossing  from  Ior.a,  in  Scotland,  to  Ireland, 
landed  and  blessed  the  soil,  and  from  that  time 
it  has  been  averred  that  these  loathsome  ani- 
^mals  have  been  banished.

XPEKiENCEs  with    spiders    may 

not  appear  at  first  Mil  b 
capable  of  Inspiring  thrills,  yet  at 
the  same  time  they  are  of  a  pe- 
culiar interest  to  the  nature  lover, 
and  inasmuch  as  they  represent  encounters  in 
a  manner  of  speaking,  they  are  mute  the  less 
worthy  of  recounting.  This  Simple  fad  W2S 
demonstrated  the  other  evening  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Natural  History  J  ty,  when  Mr.  A. 
S.  Barton,  the  president  ot  ilu-  ociety,  de- 
livered the  following  paper  on  the  subject  of 
the  migration  of  spiders: 

"It  is  perhaps  not  generally  known  that 
the  modern  airship  is,  alter  all,  not  the  only 
one  in  use  today,  tor  certain  species  of  spiders 
make  their  own  aerial  boat,  and.  like  the  mod- 
ern airman,  launch  bravely  and  sail  out  for 
parts  unknown.  True,  the  spiders  differ  from 
the  man  inasmuch  as  they  have  neither 
mechanical  mode  of  propulsion  nor  guiding 
apparatus,  and  are  wholly  dependent  upon 
the  duration  and  force  of  the  wind;  like  the 
man,  they  desire  to  travel  in  a  certain  direc- 
tion like  him  they  make  a  ship,  and  like  the 
spider  made  famous  in  the  story  of  Robert 
"Bruce,  if  they  fall  they  try  and  try  and  try 
again.  ,  !" '  . 

It  was  once  or  twice  ray  good  fortune  to 
witness  "Gossamer"  in  the  making  and  to 
find  myself  in  the  midst  of  a  mighty  movement 
of  countless  tiny  creatures,  all  apparently  im- 
bued with  the  one  overwhelming  desire,  the 
wish  to  travel  in  a  certain  direction  and  the 
wish,  also,  to  travel  through  the  air  and  not

"On  another  occasion  I  had  a  similar"ex- 
perience,  only  this  time  it  was,  if  possible, 
more  interesting  than  the  last.  I  was  sitting 
in  a  boat  hidden  in  the  outermost  fringe  of 
reeds  and  rushes  that  bordered  a  lake,  which 
at  this  particular  point  was  from  four  to  five 
miles  across  the  open  water  to  the  nearest 
shore.  There  was  a  light  breeze  blowing,  and 
presently  the  gossamer  began  to  fly;  this  time 
it  was  mostly  in  tangled .  skeins,  and  each  was 
carrying  its  load  of  tiny  passengers,  until  each 
black  bulrush  head  or  feathery  reed,  ourselves 
and  our  belongings,  were  overrun  with  little 
spiders,  who,  as  soon  as  they  arrived,  com- 
menced preparing  for  a  fresh  flight  Thejf 
had,  of  course,  all  come  from  the  opposite^ 
shore  beyond;  many  must  have  fallen  by  the 


The  manufacture  of  "kelp"  or  the  burning  of 
sea-weed  (used  for  chemical  purposes)  along 
with  fishing,  are  the  only  industries  which  en- 
able the  dwellers  of  this  lone  island  to  eke  out 
precarious  livelihood. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  islanders 
build  their  own  canoes  or  "curraghs,"  as  they 
are  popularly  termed.  These  boats  are  skil- 
fully constructed  of  fragile  laths,  which  take 
the  shape  of  a  semi-circle,  railed  to  the  gun- 
wale and  equidistant  from  each  other  until  the 
skeleton  is  formed.  Then  a  layer  of  canvas 
is  laid  over  the  entire  construction,  which  is 
afterwards  followed  by  several  coatings  of  tar, 
thus  rendering  the  canoe  watertight  and  cap- 
able of  "surging  the  billows."  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  these  crudely-shaped  boats  arc 
flat-bottomed  and  square,  or  nearly  so,  at  the 
bow  and  stern.  In  boisterous  seas  these  "cur- 
raghs" are  extremely  safe,  their  remarkable 
buoyancy  being  attributed  to  the  lightness  of 
their  construction.  The  islanders  are  expert 
seamen,  and  can  guide  with  wonderful  dex- 
terity these  frail  crafts  in  the  heaviest  seas 
which  they  scour  in  search  of  fish,  which  forms 
their  staple  food,  while  lobsters,  crabfish  and 
the  various  other  shelled  denizens  of  the  deep, 
they  feast  upon  with  a  decided  relish. 

A  startling  feature  of  those  inhabitants  is 
their  total  disregard  for  boots  or  shoes;  They 
always  go  about  barefoot  and  are  scantily  clad 
despite  the  inclemency  of  the  elements.  They 
still  preserve  many  of  the  old  customs  of  their 
forefathers,  and  when  a  birth  is  proclaimed  on 
the  island  they  attend  the  event  with  much 
eclat  and  rejoicing,  burning  fires  of  wood,  etc., 
in  honor  of  the  new  arrival.  On  the  other 
hand,  when  death  strikes  low  any  of  their  kith 
or  kin  there  is  much  lamentation,  and  the 
burial  is  attended  with  poignant  grief  and  sor- 
row, but  they  look  upon  such  a  visitation  as  a 
foreboding  of  some  sinister  calamity. 

The  grave  where  their  loved  one  is  laid 
is  besieged  for  days  with  mourners,  lamenting 
and  praying  and  keeping  vigil  until  they  are 
satisfied  that  they  have  done  their  duty  to  their 
lost  one.  It  would  seem  as  if  the  hand  of 
civilization  has  not  as  yet  reached  this  quaint

"On  the  Prairies  in  the  late  Fall,  during  that 
delightful  period  generally  known  as  the 
'Indian  Summer*'  after  the  .crops  are  alt 
harvested  and  threshed"  and  all  Nature  seems 
resting  before  the  Winter- storms  commence, 
on  certain  days  each  weed  and  bent  and  every 
stalk  of  stubble  that  one  passes  in  an  after- 
noon's drive  carries  a  gauzy,  filmy,  delicate 
thread  of  gossamer;  if  one  is  facing  the  sun, 
they  scintillate  and  sparkle,  and  appear  as  a 
waving,  shimmering  but  transparent  sheet, 
whilst  single  threads  and  tangled  skeins  float 
past  on  the  gentle  breeze  or  hang  waving 
from  any  object  that  may  arrest  their  flight. 

"Sitting  one  day  in  a  pit,  dug  in  a  stubble 
field  surrounded  by  decoys  and  waiting  for 
the  evening  flight  of  the  wild  geese,  with  the 
hum  of  a  distant  threshing  machine  vibrating

cornet  in  her  lather':-  squadron,  Cornelius 
Ackerman  by  name.  When  the  war  was  ovei\ 
Ling  Ackerman  was  one  of  those  who  de- 
termined to  remain  under  the  British  flag,  and 
iic-  joined  one  of  the  parties  of  Loyalists  who 
were  bound  tor  what  was  then  known  as 
N,,va  S<  itla,  When  Frances  Lawrence 
learned  "I  bU  intention,  she  resolved  to  fol- 
low him  in  cuinpain  with  her  brother,  who  was 
ilSO  one  Of  the  exiles.  Her  father  being  in 
England,  and  her  own  mother  being  dead, 
(here  was  no  one  0  sa\  her  nay,  for  her  slep- 
mothCl  'i  unly  too  glad  to  have  her  go 
so  L  l  tie  might  retain  the  family  estates  for 
her  own  children.  And  SO  thes,-  two  young 
people,  Cornelius  and  Franc  left  their 
homes  of  affluence  For  the  hardships  of  life 
in  a  new  land. 

The  privations  which  they  endured  in  the 
new  land   need  not  be   told   here.     The  test

was  severe,  bul  their  courage  was  equal  to  it, 
In  two  years  time  young  Ackerman  felt  able 
to  offer  a  home  to  the  girl,  who  loved  him  50 
well,   and   they   were   married 

At  this  lime  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
divide  Nova  Scotia  into  two  provinces,  and 
Ackermans  lived  at  what  is  now  Frcdericton, 
and  here  they  buill  a  large  dwelling,  which 
later  was  used  as  a  barracks  by  the  first  regi- 
ment of  the  Imperial  Army  to  be  quartered  in 
the  new  province.  In  1787  Ackerman  was 
ed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  if  h^ 
wi  Mid  not  build  a  house  which  the  Legislative 
Assembly  and  the  C<>urt  might  occupy  tem- 
porarily, for  he  had  decided  to  remove  the 
Capital  from  St.  John,  where  it  then  was,  to 
Fredcricton,  because  be  thought  it  advisable 
to  have  the  Assembly  meet  at  a  point  remote 
from  a  commercial  centre.  The  house  shown 
in  the  picture  was  erected  in  compliance  with 
that  request.  The  lower  storey  was  occupied 
as  an  Assembly  Room,  and  the  Court  sat  in 
the  second  story.  The  members  of  the  Bar 
and  their  friends  were  accustomed  to  dine  in 


one  of  the  upper  rooms,  and  there  is  a  story  of 
a  quarrel  between  two  persons  present  at  one 
of  these  dinners,  which  ended  in  a  duel  with 
pistols  across  the  dining  table,  one  of  the 
duellists  being  killed.

FIRST  VAGRANCY  LAWS 


The  first  Fnglish  law  designed  for  (he 
suppression  of  vagrancy  and  the  punishment 
of  vagabonds  was  put  into  effect  in  the  year 
1530,  Before  that  time  the  English  vaga- 
bond was  left  to  the  tender  mercies  of  the  local 
authorities,  and  there  was  no  general  law  deal- 
ing with  the  crime  of  being  wilhoul  a  home 
or  visible  me  ins  of  support.  Poverty  drove 
thousands  to  the  streets  and  highways  in  the 
early  pari  Of  the  sixteenth  century.  Under 
the  law  the  vagrant  was  to  be  whipped,  and 
then  forced  to  take  an  oath  to  return  to  the 
place  where  he  was  born  or  had  last  dwelt  tor 
three  years.  The  statute  did  little  good,  and 
in  1535  it  was  supplemented  with  an  act  pro- 
viding that  a  vagrant  a  second  time  convicted 
should  have  the  upper  part  ol  his  right  ear 
cut  off,  and  upon  a  third  conviction  was  to  be 
branded  with  the  letter  "V"  and  be  a  slave 
for  two  years.  If  he  escaped  and  was  caught, 
he  was  branded  with  an  "S"  and  became  a 
slave  for  life.  In  1572  the  law  was  further 
amended,  providing  whipping,  jailing  and  bor- 
ing of  the  ears  as  punishment  for  the  first 
conviction,  and  death  for  the  second.

The  story,  I  give  it  you  for  what.it  is  worth, 
was  to  the  effect  that  when  the  fig  was  intro- 
duced into  California,  it  was  found  that  the 
fruit  did  not  set;  on  investigation,  the  reason 
was  said  to  be  that  a  certain  species  of  spider 
was  necessary  to  insure  the  full  development 
of  the  fruit,  and  that  the  said  spider  was  im- 
ported with  entirely  satisfactory  results. 
Whether  this  is  correct  or  not  I  cannot  say, 
but  the  story  of  the  making  of  gossamer,  and 
its  use  for  the  distribution  of  certain  species 
of  small  spiders,  which  I  have  endeavored  to 
tell  you,  proves  once  more  what  wonderful 
means  are  employed  in  the  distribution  by 
Nature  of  her  atoms. 


HISTORIC    MANSION     FOR    SALE 
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Mathern  Palace,  in  Chepstow,  Monmouth- 
shire, is  to  be  sold  by  private  treaty.  The 
title  of  the  house  has  descended  from  the  days 
of  the  episcopal  lords  marchers,  and  it  implies 
a  certain  grandeur  in  no  way  reflected  by 
the  place  as  it  is  today.  Mathern  Palace  takes 
one  back  to  somewhat  legendary  days  in 
Welsh  history,  and  the  spirit  of  romance 
which  gave  the  story  of  Arthur  tinges  the 
origin  of  Mathern  as  a  name  place. 

It  is  related  that  Arthur's  father,  Meurig, 
ruled  the  land  of  Gwent  as  the  sixth  century 
was  drawing  to  its  close.  It  Avas  on  the  Wye 
Bank,  where  600  years  later  was  to  arise  the 
itety  Cistercian  house  of  Tintern,  Meurig 
won  a  great  and  decisive  victory  for  his  folk 
and  for  bis  faith  at  the  sacrifice  of  his  own 
life.  The  land  around  passed  to  the  Church, 
and  the  place  of  the  martyrdom  of  this  saint 
has  ever  been  known  as  Merthyr  Tewdrig,  or 
Mathern. 

A  thousand  years  later  an  antiquarian 
Bishop  of  I  hndaff  declares  that  he  discovered 
Tewdrig  •  coffin  and  found  his  bones  not  in 
the  smallest  degree  changed,  the  skull  retain- 
ing the  aperture  pi  a  large  wound,  which  ap- 
peared as  if   it   had   been   recently  inflicted. 

The  stream  that  runs  through  the  parish 
is  still  known  as  Meurig's. 

After  the  advent  of  the  Normans,  the 
lord;.  Of  the  manor  v^ve  more  often  English 
than  Welsh;  but  it  v  to  Bishop  de  la  Zouehe 
that  is  due  most  Crt  he  existing  fabric  of 
Mathern  Palace,  though  some  of  its  features 
recall  the  style  of  the  first  of  the  I'udors 
rather  than  the  second  of  the  Lancastrians; 
but  when  its  present  owner.  Mr.  H.  Avray 
Tipping,  acquired  the  property,  in  1894,  so 
much  of  tin-  building  had  disappeared,  and 
what  was  left  was  in  so  ruinous  a  condition,' 
that  it  did  not  afford  any  clear  evidence  when 
or  how  it  was  altered  by  the  Recessive  prelates. 
The  gatehouse  that  gave  admission  to  the 
outer  court  was  certainly  erected  by  De  la 
/niche.  The  way  in  is  the  old  one,  but  arch 
and  tower  arc  gone,  except  that  there  can  still 
be  seen  the  remains  of  an  iron  hook  on  which 
swung  one  of  the  great  doors,  and  the  stone 
doorway  into  the  newel  stair  which  gave  ac- 
cess to  the  rooms  above.  That  De  hi  Zouehe 
was  its  builder  is  seen  from  inscribed  stones 
that  came  from  it  and  are  now  in  the  museum 
at  Caerleon.

FORTUNES    WOVEN    OUT    OF    THREAD 


The  death  of  Mr.  Peter  Coats,  one  of  the 
directors  of  the  firm  of  J.  &  P*  Coats,  Limited, 
of  Paisley,  Scotland,  which  controls  the  thread 
trade  of  Great  Britain,  has  drawn  attention  to 
a  great  industrial  undertaking  whose  progress 
is  one  of  the  most  romantic  in  the  annals  of 
commerce.  It  is  the  story  of  a  great  industry 
founded  by  one  man  as  a  small  and  purely 
private  speculation,  and  then  developed  by 
his  sons  and  grandsons  until  it  has  become 
the  largest  and  most  powerful  of  its  kind  in 
the  Empire. 

The  founder  of  the  firm  was  Mr.  James 
Coats,  who  had  been  interested  in  the  thread 
industry  in  1824,  and  who  in  his  native  town, 
Paisley,  in  a  factory  about  sixty  feet  in  length, ; 
and   where  the  motive  power  was     obtained  j 
from  a   single    12-horse-power  engine.     This 
Mr.  Coats  was  grandfather  of  the     late     Sir 
James  Coats,  who  died  in  January  last,  at  the 
age  of  78,  and   also     of     Sir  Thomas  Glen . 
Coats. 

By  degrees  the  business  was  enlarged  until 
its  Paisley  works  alone  covered  an  area  of 
over  a  hundred  acres,  and  great  branch  estab- 
lishments have  been  opened  in  the  United 
States  and  in  many  European  countries. 

The  amalgamation  of  J.  &  P.  Coats,  of  the 
Ferguslie  Mills,  Paisley;  Clark,  of  the  Anchor 
Mills,  Paisley;  Jonas  Brook  &  Brothers,  and 
James  Chadwick  &  Brothers,  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  in  the  history  of  such  move- 
ments. 

The  dividends  paid  have  been  huge,  as,  for 
example,  in  1897,  20  per  cent;  1898,  30  per 
cent,  1899,  30  per  cent  and  a  bonus  of  10 
per  cent;  1900,  30  per  cent  and  a  bonus  of 
jo  per  cent,  and  so  on. 

Enormous  fortunes  have  been  amassed  by 
the  various  members  of  the  Coats  family.  Mr. 
James  Coats,  jun.,  who  died  in  March,  1912, 
left  an  estate  of  the  value  of  about  $10,- 
000,000;  Mr.  Archibald  Coats,  a  former  chair- 
man of  the  firm,  who  died  in  May,  1912,  left 
estate  valued  at  $7,500,000;  and  the  late  Sir 
James  Coats,  Bart.,  of  Auchendrane,  Ayrshire, 
left  an  estate  of  about  $  10,000,000.

Sailors  Disliked  X.ocks 
The  army  and1,  navy  ,<of  the  United 
States  surveyed,  more  or  less  completely, 
the  various  routes  proposed,  from — the 
Isthmus  of  Tehuantepec  on  the  north  to 
the  Atrato-Napipi  "line  ,  at  the,  south. 
Every  possible  route,  by  which  a  ship 
canal  might  be  cut  across  the  interven- 
jng  land  was  carefully  investigated,  at 
the  cost  o'f  much  suffering  and.  the  lives 
of  some  valuable  officers  and  men.  By 
the  concensus  of  nautical  opinion  the 
schemes  worthy  of  consideration  finally 
narrowed  down  to  two— via  Lake  Nicar- 
agua and  at  Panama.  '-As  to  the  former, 
it  was  conceded  to  be  far  and  away  the 
best  if  the  canal  bad  to  be  made  with 
locks.  Of  course,  sailors,  whether  be- 
longing to  the  mercantile  marine  or  to 
the  navy,  are  quite  unanimously  opposed 
to  taking  their  vessels  up  and  down  "an 
ocean '  staircase."  and  they  hailed  with 
Joy  the  announcement  that  the  canal 
was  to.  be  at  Panama  and  at  sea, level. 
it  will  be  recalled,' as  a  chapter  in  the 
history  of  the  Panama  Canal,  that  a 
large  party  in  Congress,  ably  led  by  the 
late  Senator  Morgan  of  Alabama,  was 
strongly -in  favor  of  the  Nicaragua  pro- 
ject. The  so-called  "Spooler  Act,"  of 
June  28,  1902,  based  on  the  understand- 
ing that  the  canal  was  to  be  at  sea  level 
and  across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  au- 
thorized the  President  to  proceed  with 
its  construction  provided  "suitable  ar- 
rangements could  be  made  with  the  Re- 
public of  Colombia  and  a  satisfactory 
-  purchase  effected  of  the  French  Panama 
Canal  Company's  rights  and  property. 
Failing  -  these  he  was  to  build  tbe  canal 
on  the  Nicaragua  route.  That  Is  to  say, 
he  was,  if  practicable,  to  build  a  sea 
level  canal  at  the  only  place  where  such 
a  canal  is  possible.  If  he  had  to  build 
one  with  locks  he  was  to  go  to  Nicar- 
agua;— the  better  site  in  itself,  and  offer- 
ing the  advantage  of  some  eight  hundred 
miles  shorter  distance  between  our  east 
and  west  coasts. 

Many  Questions  to  Settle 

Mow  many  present  regrets  -would  have 
been  avoided  if  we  had  to  have  locks, 
had  we  stuck  to  Nicaragua,  where  the 
>  people  were  only  too  willing  to  grant  us 
every  conceivable  right  and  privilege! 
"We  have  a  host  of  unpleasant  questions 
on  our.  hands  at  Panama  and  wc  have 
not  got  the  thing  we  really  wanted. 

The  enormous  advantage  of  a  canal 
at  sea  lev-el  over  one  with  locks  was  so 
axiomatic  that  no  substantial  difficulty 
was  encountered  in  persuading  Congress 
.  to  sanction  the  Panama  project,  because 
it  was  there  and  there  only  that  a  sea 
level  canal  could   be  built. 

The  scene  was  then  shifted  to  the 
isthmus  and  the  play — It  might  almost

Canal  Zone;  we  do  not  actually  own  this 
Strip  upon  which  wo  shall  have  spent 
hi  nily  half  a  billion  of  dollars;  A«e  have 
obligations  without  rights  at  Its  two 
extremities,  quite  as  If  the  city  of  Now

-Tfae-on< 
might  have  been  Just  as  wide  and  as 
deep  as  the  other,  or  as  wide  and  deep 
as  needed.  Surely  the  question  of  type 
ought  to  have  been  left  for'decislon  to 
seamen,  yet  they  have  not  been  consulted 
and|. their  Interests  have  been  contemptu- 
ously Ignored. 

/..There  are  advocates  of  the  lock  type 
who  go  so  far  as  to  assert. that  the  sea 
level  canal  was  "impossible."  I  had 
thought  the  word  "Impossible"  banished 
from  the  engineer's  lexicon.  Difficult  and 
costly  it  might  be,  but  surely  .not  Im- 
possible. Colonel  Goethals  is  reported  to 
have  said  that  it  was  the  better,  "given 
time  and  money."  The  necessary  money 
would  have  been  forthcoming,  no  ques- 
tion about  that;  why  not  the  necessary 
time?  We  had  waited  four  hundred 
years,  why  not  wait  a  year  or  two  longer 
and  get  the  right  tiling? 

Army  Engineers-  Clean 
.No  reproach  whatever  can  be  laid  at 
the  door  of  the  army  engineers.  They 
obeyed  orders,  as  they  had  to,  and  in  so 
doing  they  .established  another  new 
record  for  Integrity,  efficiency  and  zeal. 
How  much  more  satisfactory  In  the  long 
run  would  it  have  been  to  them  to  have 
their  names  linked  for  all  time  with  a 
work  not  open  to  criticism. 

Whatever  caused  the  abandonment  of 
the  sea  level  canal— and  the  naval  au- 
thorities are  In  no  way  responsible, 
since  their  opinion  was  not' invited,  and 
they  were  only  asked  to  specify  the 
width 'of  lock  gate  they  desired— the  re- 
sult- Is  most  regrettable. 

Qne  naval  officer  said  to  me:  "I  would 
dig  away  the  whole  isthmus  if  necessary 
to  get  the  right  canal."  Another  re- 
marked: "The  lock  canal  is  an  outrage 
on  the  whole  shipping  community,  and 
on  the  navy,  too,  whose  heeds  have  been 
wholly  Ignored." 

Under  these  circumstances  our  glad- 
ness over  the  completion  of  this  vast 
engineering  scheme  must  be  tempered 
by  the  saddening  thought  of  "what 
might  have  been."  Surely  we  are  pay- 
ing a  huge  price  for  something  which 
should  have  been  better  and  which,  if  It 
bad  been  the  very  best,  would  have 
somewhat  enabled  us  to  bear  patiently 
the  burden  of  the  unpleasant  interna- 
tional misunderstandings  and  tho  ques- 
tions due  not  to  going  to  Panama  itself, 
but  to  going  there  in  the  way  we  did. 

It  is  not  agreeable  to  play  the  mar- 
plot or  to  be  Instrumental  in  dragging 
the  skeleton  in  at  the  feast,  but  facta 
are  stubborn  things,  and  it  is  folly  to 
shut  one's  eyes  upon  them.  The  time 
is  certain  to  oome  when  the  mistake  we 
have  mode  will  be  generally  admitted, 
just  as  it  is  now  recognized  by  the  en- 
tire maritime  community.  When  that 
day  arrives  the  question  will  be  asked 
on  all  sides:  "Why  were  not  sailors  con- 
sulted and  the  canal  built  acoording  to 
their  needs  and  desires?"  The  persons 
upon  whom  will  then  be  fixed  the  re- 
sponsibility for  this  great  blunder  will 
be  In  no  enviable  position.  Too  late 
they  will  regret  not  having  Inquired  of 
seamen,  for  whose  benefit  the  canal  is 
presumably  constructed,  exactly  what 
the  lattar  wanted,  and  not  having  se- 
cured for  vessels  the  best  type  of  canal, 
tbe  only  typo  which  can  be  enlarged 
to  meet  the  ever-tnoreaslng  demands  of 
the  naval  architects. — By  Rear-Admlrai 
Casper   F.    Goodrich,    U.    S.   N.
